bout 800 Proteſtant Exiles of 

| Saltzburg,of both Sexes, arri- 
ved here, under the guidance of a Bava- 
rian Meſſenger. They had been driven 
out of their native Country for the Sake 
of their Religion, and forced to leave their 

All behind them : And a Report was ſpread 
that they had themſelves expreſly deſired to 

be conducted hither; but upon Inquiry, they

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ſolemnly proteſted that they had not known 
| whither they were to go, and that all the 

defired was, to be admitted into ſome Pro- 
teſtant Town, for the ſpiritual Comfort 
of their Souls. After the Arrival of theſe 
poor People(who were very meanly cloath- 
ed, and were for the molt Part labourin 

People and Servants, and had brought a few 
Children with them) they patiently waited 
without the City-gates for their Admiſ- 
fion ; (which they had earneſtly ſollicited 
by about 40 of their Deputies, who arri- 
ved juſt before the Gates were ſhut) fing- 
ing with great Devotion Luther's Hymn: 
God ts our Refuge in Diſtreſs, &c. But 
Orders were ſoon given for their Recep- 
tion; and ſome of them had Lodgings aſ- 
ſigned them in publick Proteſtant Inns, 
whilſt a great Number were readily re- 
ceived into private Houſes, not without 
many Tears. And thus they were as hoſ- 
pitably entertained, as the ſmalneſs of the 
Town would admir of, and provided both 
with ſpiritual and temporal Food, till the 
zoth of December. On Innocents Day they 
heard, for the firſt time, the Morning Ser- 
mon, founded by a pious Proteſtant and 
his Wife; and at Noon they attended 
a Sermon ſuited to their preſent Cir- 
cumſtances, at which they expreſſed an 
uncommon Deſire, and increaſing Zeal 
for the Word of God. Their Behaviour 
3355 among 
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among us was, both in Word and Deed, 
ſuch as became true Chriſtians. They 
were modeſt, humble, peaceable, contented 
with, and thankful for whatevet was giv- 
en them; and expreſſed the greateſt De- 
tight in praying, ſinging of Pſalms, and 
reading good Books. 
As they had been expelled their Coney 
on a ſudden, and not permitted to furniſ 
themſelves with Neceflarick for their Jour- 
ney ; our Proteſtant Fellow- Citizens have 
reſtified their Charity to them, not only by 
furniſhing them with uſeful Books, but 
likewiſe with better Cloathing for this cold 
Seaſon,. and with Food and ſome Money. 
Several of them have likewife been taken 
into Service in the Town ; ſome of their 
Children put outApprentices and to School; 
and their Sick and Weak provided for in 
the Hoſpital. But when the Roman-Ca- 
tholick Members of our Magiſtracy had 
complained in Form, of the Stay of theſe 
poor People, and other Circumſtances had 
intervened, which rendred their further 
Entertainment here very difficult; (eſpe- 
cially ſince 19000 more were to make their 
Pilgrimage through theſe Parts) we came, 
after mature Deliberation, to this unani- 
mous Reſolution, vi. That all thoſe that 
could not be provided for here, ſhould be 
ſent through three different Roads, to 
Memmingen, — and Kempten, under 
| 2 the 
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the Conduct of ſome of our Proteſtant 
Citizens, the better to facilitate their Paſ- 
fage, and to prevent all manner of Diſor- 
ders. To this end, Letters of Recommen- 
dation and Interceſſion were diſpatched by 
us and the Reverend Miniſtry of this Place, 
to the three Cities beforementioned; the 
neceſſary Paſsports, and a Liſt of the Names 
of all thoſe three Bodies, together with 
the Money collected at the Church Door, 
towards defraying the Expences of their 
Journey, were delivered to the ſeveral De- 
puties that went to conduct them; and 
four ſtrong Waggons were provided for 
carrying the old weak People and the 
Children, with the few Things they had 
brought with them. „„ 

O the Day of their Departure, after they 
had heard the Morning- Sermon, and had 
taken neceſſary Refreſnment, they repair- 
ed to our Trinity- Church at Noon, where 
they heard a Farewel-Diſcourſe, with 
many Tears, and an hearty Affection to 
the Word of God; and concluded all with 
the Hymn, God is our Refuge in Di/- 
tres; which was ſung only by them- 
ſelves. After this, the Deputies led 
them, two by two, between the Mayor 
and Aldermen, on one fide of the Church 
Door, and the Reverend Miniſtry on 
the other: and being diſmiſſed by the 
Citizens with innumerable * 

too 
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took their ſeveral Roads, in God's Name, 
towards the Cities abovementioned, like 
ſo many Flocks of Sheep, with great Pa- 
tence enn 0G 
TuIs is the Reception which : theſe 
our poor Fellow-Chriſtians (who deſer- 
ved every one's Compaſſion) mer with 
here, both for the Improvement of their 
Souls, and for the Refreſhment of their 
Bodies. And although we could not ima- 
gine, that the quiet and innocent March 
of theſe poor perſecuted Exiles, would 
be any where obſtructed ; fince they were 
provided with the neceſſary Paſsports from 
the Metropolis of Saltzburg, and were 
furniſhed with all the Credentials from 
hence, which they could want in their Paſ- 
ſage through any Town or Country; yet 
they that were ordered to go to Kempten 
experienced, that not one of their Num- 
ber could be permitted to paſs that Way; 
inſomuch that the Deputy their Guide, 
was forced to return and fetch new In- 
ſtructions, Which being granted, he went 
to lodge them in Ober Beuern (a Village 
belonging to this City) till further Orders. 
But the Roman-Catholicks of that Place 
oppoſed their Entrance in ſo violent a 
manner, that all their Lives had been in 


Danger if they had not retired ;. they 


therefore came back to this City again, 
and were lodged at the Golden Crown, 
THED and 
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and there geovited with what they wanted 


for that Night. The next Day, being the 
3 of December, they were ſent to Mem- 
mingen, where they met with a willing and 
royfal Reception. ts

N the 307th of December 1731, (be- 
() ing the Sunday after Chriſtmas) the 
Proteſtant Magiſtracy at Augsburg, hav- 
ing had Notice given them juſt before 
Morning-Service, by the Magiſtracy and 
Miniſtry at Kauffbeyern, That 800 Exiles 
of Saltzburg were arrived at Kaufbeyern, 
and that a certain Number of them in- 
tended to march thither, earneſtly de- 
firing, for the Sake of Chrift, that they 
would receive them: The ſame was im- 
mediately communicated by the Reverend 
Miniſtry of this City, to the Congrega- 
tion at the Cathedral Church of St. Anne. 
And as ſoon as the Sermon was ended, the 
Proteſtant Senate, together with our Head- 
Almoner and Recorder met; and having 
reſolved to make a Collection on the next 
New-Years-Day, for the Benefit of theſe 

| poor 
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poor People, they deſired the two Reve- 
rend Senior Rectors of the Miniſtry, to 
draw up a proper Account of them, in 
order to its being read, both after the 
Noon and Evening Sermons; which was 
accordingly done. But when the Prote- 
ſtant Part of the Senate of this City, ac- 
cording to the Conſtitution of the Empire, 
acquainted the Roman-Catholick Part of 
the Senate, that many Saltzburg Exiles 
were expected here, and ſhould be divided 
amongſt the Proteſtants, without the leaſt 
Moleſtation to the Roman-Catholicks; (the 
Proteſtant Brewers and Publick-Houſe- 
keepers having declared themſelves very 
willing to receive them,) The Roman- 
Catholick Magiſtrates oppoſed their Ad- 
miſſion into the City, under ſeveral Pre- 
texts; inſomuch that though all proper 
Remonſtrances were made on the Pro- 
teſtant Side, and all Objections fully an- 
ſwered, yet nothing could be effected; but 
we were obliged to quarter them amon 
the Proteſtants of the Suburbs, ſome in 
publick Inns, others in Silver and Copper- 
Mills, others in Sawing-Mills, others 
in the Hoſpital, and ſome Garden-houſes; 
and to this all the Inhabitants expreſt ſo 
great a Readineſs, that they who were not 
able to receive any, lamented it as their 
Misfortune, that they could not enjoy the 
Happineſs of lodging theſe poor Exiles. 


Nay, 
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Nay, ſo great' was the Charity and Zeal 
of all Ranks of People, that they had not 
Patience to wait for their coming ; but on 
the 3 1/? of December, ſome on Foot, ſoma 
on Horſeback, and ſome in Coaches, went 
to meet them, ſeveral Miles out of the 
Town : 200 of them, with their deputed 
Commiſſary of Kauffbeyern, arrived that 
Evening before it was dark, and marched 
two by two, over the Fields, amidſt a Con- 
courſe of ſome thouſands of People, both 
Papiſts and Proteſtants, ſome of which diſ- 
tributed Money amongſt them; and every 
Proteſtant was defirous to comfort and 
relieve theſe their diſtreſſed Brethren, as 
foon as they ſaw them. Several Trades- 
men, and even conſiderable Merchants, 
were not aſhamed to call them Brethren 
and Siſters, in the open Fields ; and ma- 
ny wrote down their Names, on purpoſe 
to take them home into their Services. 
Bur this not being permitted them at their 
firſt Arrival, they were ordered into their 
aſſigned Quarters; and there they imme- 
diately lifted up their Hands to Heaven, 
and gave Thanks to God, in the beſt man- 
ner they were able. 

ON New-Years-Day after Morning-Ser- 
vice, the Proteſtant Senate ordered the 
two Reverend Senior Rectors of the Au- 
guſtin Confeſſion, to Preach to theſe poor 
Exiles in two different Places without 
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the City, they not being yet admitted into 
it, for the abovementioned Reaſons) and 
this was done accordingly, at three in the 
Afternoon, in the Preſence of a great Mul- 
titude of People, — the Reverend Mr. 
0 


Urlſperger, in the Hoſpital, and by the 
Reverend Mr. Weidner, in Mr. Schawers's 
Garden, in the following manner : The 
Service began with ſinging the firſt eight 
Verſes of the Hymn, Commit thy Ways and 
Goings; then followed a Prayer ſuited to 
the Circumſtances of the Exiles; and then 
a Diſcourſe upon the Name of Fe/us, men- 
tioned in the Goſpel for the Day, with a 
particular Application on this extraor- 
dinary Occaſion, to ſhew how this holy 
Name ought to influence the Conduct, 
both of the Augsburgers and the Exiles. 
After this, the printed Prayer for New- 
Years-Day was read, the Lord's Prayer re- 
peated, the laſt Verſes of the foremention- 
ed Hymn ſung, and the whole concluded 
with the Benedictio n. 
Tux next Day, being the 2d of Fanu- 
ary, the whole Company of theſe Exiles 
met again according to Order in the Hoſ- 
pital, where the ſame Reverend Rector, 
who had exhorted them the Day before, 
endeavoured to edify them with another 
Diſcourſe upon the Hiſtory of the Ethio- 
pian Eunuch, Acts viii. He thence ſhewed 


C them, 
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them, What Delight God takes in thoſe 
that ſeek after the true Religion ; what 
that Religion is; by what Means we may 
learn it, and be confirmed in it; and how 
great a Change it produces in the Mind; 
concluding with a particular Application 
to the Exiles : And it is not to be expreſ- 
ſed, what Effect this Diſcourſe had upon 
the Auditory ; with what Devotion and 
Attention theſe Pilgrims received it ; and 
what Plenty of Tears it drew from their 
Eyes, as well as from thoſe of the other 
part of the Audience. Nay, many of the 
Papiſts themſelves, who were preſent both 
within and without Doors, were ſo wrought 
upon by Almighty God, that they not on- 
ly diſcovered their Concern in their Coun- 
tenances, but actually offered to embrace 
the Proteſtant Religion. Particular Care 
was taken not to uſe the leaſt Expreſſion 
which might be offenſive to the Roman 
Catholi cls, neither were they once men- 
tioned; it being more proper at this time, 
only to preſs the Truth of the Goſpel 
home to every one's Conſcience. And 
one very affecting Circumſtance was this, 
that whenever the Rector went with the 
Proteſtant Burgomaſter to the Hoſpital, 
which is about half a Mile out of Town, 
they found ſeveral Hundreds of People 


before the Place, who, as well as thoſe 


within 
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within the Hoſpital, were finging Hymns 
of Praiſe and Thankſgiving. | 

AFTER this ſecond Diſcourſe, ſeveral 
ood Books, with a conſiderable Sum of 
— were diſtributed among the Ex- 
les: And as every one was deſirous to have 
one of thoſe People home with him, ma- 
ny had not the Patience to wait till they 
ſnould have the Liberty to take them in- 
to their Service; but carried ſome of 
them into the City in Coaches, and others 
in Diſguiſe, before they were permitted 

to _ through the Gartes. | 
HEY are generally of good Courage 
and, notwithſtanding all the Miſery they 
had gone through, of a chearful Temper. 
There appears ſo much Honeſty and Fi- 
delity in their very Countenances, that one 
may almoſt affirm, they are without Guile. 
They are, for the moſt part, of a ſtrong 
and robuſt Conſtitution, and from 20 to 
36 Years of Age, though ſome few only 

of them are y= 40 to 60. 
ON the 3d of January, and following 
Days, our Proteſtants began to take them 
into their Services, which the Roman-Ca- 
tholicks could now no longer oppoſe; and 
by the 87h, 160 were provided for : Some 
Merchants took two, or more; other 
Tradeſmen one, or more, for their Ser- 
vants ; and ſome working People, who 


C 2 had 
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had no Children, took in ſome Salfzburg 
Girls of about 16 Years of Age, and en- 
tertained them as their own. Thoſe who 
were taken by Maſters in low Circum- 
ſtances, were cloathed at the Expence of 
two conſiderable Families ; and the others, 
at that of their ſeveral Maſters. The 
Proteſtant Orphan-Houle alone, confiding 
in God, took in Thirty; and ſoon after 
experienc'd his Paternal Providence, which 
inclin'd the Hearts of ſeveral People, to 
contribute a Weekly Sum towards their 
Support. And the reſt are lodged up and 
down, till they either can get into Ser- 
vices, or remove next Spring into other 
Places. | 

As to the Collection made for them, 
the ſame has been (notwithſtanding the 
many great Expences of theſe Times) 
very conſiderable, amounting to about 
6000 Florins, which was given with all 
the Chearfulneſs imaginable; but it was not 
then diſtributed, becauſe the; greater part 
of them were provided for already. And 
concerning this Collection, we cannot but 
obſerve, that all the Children of our Pro- 
teſtant Orphan-Houſe, who had ſaved any 
Pence, or Farthings, readily contributed 
towards it; and one of them, in particu- 
lar, gave his All, which made up two 
Florins : So that we may with A” aſ- 
| ert, 
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ſert, that all degrees of People amongſt us, 
have ſtrove to out- do one another in this 
Charity; which will be remembred to the 
Honour of this City, by Generations to come. 
THESE People behave themſelves not 
only very thankfully, contentedly, meekly, 
and patiently; but when they have an Oc- 
caſion of mentioning their Afflictions, they 
do it without the leaſt Bitterneſs or Mur- 
muring againſt their former Superiors: 
And they inceſſantly pray, with many 
Tears, for their Relations left behind 
them; as not knowing what Sufferings 
they may have yet to undergo. 
AND thus much from the City of 
Augſburg. 
As to thoſe that were ſent from Kauff- 
beyern to Memmingen, we have not had 
ſuch a particular Account as from Augs- 
burg : but thus much we can affirm, that 
they have been there received as Brethren 
and Siſters, and carefully provided for. 
The greateſt part of thoſe who are yet 
come, are, as has been obſerved, poor la- 
bouring People and Servants; but thoſe 
that are to follow, are ſome of them of 
better Condition, and have ſome Subſtance; 
and ſome are ſtill in Priſon, where the 
content themſelves with Bread and Water, 
and with praying, and ſinging Pſalms or 
Hymns. | 
x THE 
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THE third Part of theſe Exiles, who 
went to Ulm, have likewiſe found the 
Way prepared by God for their Mainte- 
nance: Their Number conſiſted of 260 
Perſons, among whom were about twenty 
Women. | 
Ax their Arrival, they were conducted 
(amidſt a great Concourſe of People) from 
the Danube Gate to the Town-houſe, ſing- 
ing all the way the two Hymns which be- 
gin thus; God is our Refuge in Diſtreſs, 
and, He that confides in his Creator. And 
hereby we ſee that Paſſage of David, Plal. 
viii. 2. Out of the Mouths of Babes, &c. 
thou haſt perfected Praiſe, literally fulfil- 
led; for many thouſands of People were 
excited by the Exiles to join with them in 
praiſing God. They were immediately 
ordered out of the Cold, into a warm 
Room, every one being defirous to give 
them ſome Refreſhment : And after the 
Magiſtrate had taken a ſufficient Account 
of them, they were quarter'd in the ſe- 
veral Inns of the Town, which were 
hardly big enough to contain the great 
Concourſe of other Proteſtants, who flock'd 
thither ; who all joined with one Accord 
in Praiſes and Thankſgivings to God, and 
continued their Ejaculations till late at 
Night: And would to God this were more 
fre- 
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frequently practiſed by all Perſons, and 
at all Times. 
Tux next Day the Reverend Rector 
Frick preached a Sermon upon the Words, 
The Lord ſpoke to Abraham, &c. Gen. xii. 
I, 2, 3. and as this Diſcourſe was chiefly 
applied in all its Parts to thoſe Saltzbur- 
gers, it is impoſſible to expreſs with what 
Attention they heard the Word of God. 
They ſtood like People, who have had no 
Food for a great while, and are therefore 
waiting with greater Eagerneſs to receive 
ſome, to ſatisfy their Hunger. After Ser- 
mon, one half of them were examined b 
the Reverend Dr. Frick, Rector, the other 
half by the Reverend Mr. Prof. Allgower, 
about the fundamental Truths of the Pro- 
teſtant Religion ; of which, ſome of them 
could give a pretty clear and ſatisfacto 
Account : But of their Knowledge, which 
we find in every Particular conformable 
to the Doctrine of the Goſpel, more ſhall 
be faid hereafter. Their Proviſion was 
thus ordered : Every Perſon was allowed 
two Pound of Bread, and three Pence in 
Money per Diem; and this they received 
with all the Gratitude and Content ima- 
ginable. 

AND being averſe to nothing more than 
Idleneſs, and ready to undertake the hard- 
eſt Labour, many have already found a

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Subſiſtence, as we hope the reſt very ſhort- 
ly will. For the Word of the Lord is true, 
and all his Works are faithful; and he has 
promiſed, that they that ſeek him, ſhall 
want no manner of Thing that is good

Peter Hildenſteiner of Werffen, fix Miles 
from Saltzburg, and Nicholas Forſtreuter, 
of the Diſtrict of St. John, eight Miles 
from Saltaburg; who, upon the ſeveral

Wearealſo inform'd by every City where 


they have their preſent Abode, that they 


confeſs themſelves to be of the Proteſtant 
D 2 | Reli- 
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Religion: but no reaſonable Man can ima- 
gine, that every individual Perſon amon 

them is able to make ſo good a Confeſſion 
of his Faith: For, how many are there 
among us, who have much better Oppor- 
tunities to be inſtructed in the Word of 
God, yet cannot give ſo good an Account 
of their Faith ? Whereas theſe poor Peo- 
ple have always lived among Roman-Ca- 
tholicks, who would never allow them to 
have Preachers, Bibles, or other good 
Books ; but were deprived of the beſt 
Means of inſtructing themſel ves and others. 
And for this Reaſon, one of the Proteſtant 
Miniſters gives this Account of them: 
That very few of them can read, and that 
many know little, as yet, of the Proteſtant 
Religion, having only got a good Reliſh 
of it: The weakeſt of them, however, 
know thus much, That the Roman Catho- 
lick cannot be the true Religion ; and that 
Merit of Good Works, the Maſs, Pur- 
gatory, Invocation of Saints, Roſary, &c. 
have no Foundation in Scripture: And 
they are all very deſirous of knowing the 
Proteſtant Doctrine, and to this End, 
ſome of the moſt ancient of them have 
already begun to learn to read. If it be 
asked, How they came to have any Know- 
ledge at all of the Proteſtant Religion 
whether they were born of Proteſtant Pa- 

rents 3 
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rents; and whether they have had any 
Teachers in ſecret? Theſe Queſtions are 
' anſwered by the Miniſters before- men- 
tioned thus: That many are deſcended 
of Proteſtant Parents ; who having been 
connived at for many Years, brought the 
Bible and other good Books privately into 
the Country, and read them to others in 
ſecret ; and that this has had ſuch a bleſſed 
Effect upon them, that they were not only 
confirmed in the Truth themſelves, but 
many others have likewiſe, thro' the Di- 
vine Aſſiſtance, been converted. Particu- 
lar Care is now taken to inſtruct theſe 


People regularly, in every City where they 
reſide. | 


Bur what is the real Cauſe of their 

being expelled the Country ? 

From their Confeſſion of Faith above- 
mentioned it 1s evident, that no errone- 
ous, heretical, or ſeditious Doctrine, has 
been the Cauſe of it; and that conſe- 
quently the Accuſations about the Holy 
Trinity, and that of not ſuffering their 
Children to be baptized, with which they 
have been aſperſed, are groundleſs. For 
they never refuſed to have their Children 
baptized, but when the Clergy would not 
baptize them, unleſs they had a Roman 
Catholick Godfather preſent, who was to 


take 
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take care to ſee the Child brought up in 
the Catholick Religion; and this Force of 
Conſcience neceſſitated the Fathers to bap- 
tize their Children themſelves. Much leſs 
are they perſecuted as Murderers, Thieves, 
or Workers of Iniquity, or ſuch as med- 
dle with other Peoples Affairs, or deny 
to give to the Magiſtrate his Due: They 
are cleared from all ſuch Enormities, by 
the Paſſport * which every Man received 
from the Archbiſhop of Sa/tzburg him- 
ſelf: And for this Reaſon, Orders have 
been given, even in ſome Roman Catho- 
lick Countries, particularly in Bavaria, 
to provide for them as innocent People, 
and to furniſh them with ſome little tra- 
velling Expences for their Support. So 
that we may juſtly ſay of theſe Men, as 
Pilate did of our Bleſſed Lord, That (as 
touching ſuch Crimes as are puniſhable 
by the Magiſtrate) we find no Fault in 
them. | 

IN ſhort, no other Cauſe can be al- 
ledged, but their Confeſſion of the Pro- 
teſtant Religion, which is not tolerated in 
the Territory of Saltaburg. And that this 
is the true Cauſe, is manifeſt not only 
from the many kinds of Sufferings theſe 
poor People have endured, (al! which were 
deſigned to make them quit the Proteſ- 

tant 
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cant Religion) but alſo from the Publick 
Acts of the Imperial Diet. 


How have they been treated? 

Anſw. AT firſt, all Pains were taken 
to diſſuade them from the Proteſtant 
Religion, by Arguments from worldly 
Intereſt; and when that would not do, 
their Books, which they had been many 
Years collecting, were ſeized in ſeveral 
Places; and it is reported of the Dean of 
Werffen, that he burnt them: And after 
they were thus deprived of the Word of 
God, their Enemies proceeded to more 
violent Means, to make them change their 
Minds. Many were apprehended, parti- 
cularly thoſe who were ſuſpected to be 
their Leaders, and ſent in Fetters, dreſſed 
in Derifion with white Caps, which hung 
down to their Breaſts, into the deepett 
Dungeons of Saltzburg; and others have 
been ſent away,their Relations not knowing 
whither. And when this would not do, 
the Papiſts threaten'd them with Behead- 
ing, Drowning, the Gallies, and the like ; 
and to all this, thele poor People made 
only the following Reply; In God's Name, 
in God's Name. And at laſt, when it was 
found, that they could not be brought by 
any of theſe violent Means, to love their 
Lives and Fortunes more than God and 


his 
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his Truth; then they were on a ſudden 
ordered to leave the Country : and theſe 
Orders were immediately executed with 
all imaginable Rigour : Some were taken 
from the Field, others were dragged naked 


out of their Beds; all in general had a 


fudden Summons to depart, and none, or 
very few, were permitted ſo much as to 
fell their Goods, or to take any Thing ne- 
ceffary with them : That many have been 
obliged ro leave their Wives and their 
Subſtance behind them, and to go away 
deprived of all they had in the World. 
This, and. much more, appears by the 
Complaints * that have been laid before the 
Evangelick Body at Ratisbon, and by the 
Imperial Mandates iflued thereupon : And 
what. increaſed their Calamity was this, 
that they were forced to begin their Jour- 
ney in the Depth. of Winter, when the 
Cold is moſt ſevere. The firſt 800 ſpent 
five whole Weeks in their Journey, and that 
in the moſt bitter cold and moſt ſtormy 
Weather; and were a Fortnight in wan- 
dring over Mountains and Hills, not knows-. 
ing whither they went. This fatigu'd and 
emacerated them ſo much, that they were 
almoſt ſtarved; having been in want of 
Bread for three Days together. This is 
the Caſe of theſe poor Exiles, whoſe Num- 

ber, 
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ber, as we hear from Augsburg, (where 
above 600 are arrived already) will be 
conſiderably augmented 'by thoſe that are 


yet to come. But more of this in the 
following Letter. 


M av the Lord grant his Bleſſing to the 
Publication of theſe Accounts, that all 
Chriſtians who are able, may follow the 
Example of the Proteſtants abovemen- 
tioned, conſider the neceſſitous State of 
theſe Exiles, and ſend their Aſſiſtance to 
theſe Evangelick Towns, to enable them 
to receive and ſupport theſe poor Exiles, 
(who generally come to them naked and 
deſtitute) and to ſend them forward on 
their Journey. If any who read this, 
ſhould be inclined to relieve theſe poor 
Sufferers, they may be aſſured of a con- 
ſcientious Application of their Charity, 
which can never be better beſtowed than 
upon thoſe, who daily ſend their fervent 
Prayers to God for their Benefactors. And 
in order to this, they may tranſmit their 
Benefactions to the Reverend Mr. Uriſper- 
ger at Augsburg, who will give Receipts 
for them, and immediately deliver them 
to the two Deputies commiſſioned by the 
Magiſtrates, to receive, and keep an exact 
Account of the ſame. | 
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LETTER III. 
Dated at Augſburg. 


Hereas January 25. 1732. there 
arriv'd in our Neighbourhood 500 

more Exiles of Saltzburg, beſides their 
Women and Children ; one of our Pro- 
teſtant Aldermen was immediately ſent to 
meet them, at a Village called Hausſtet- 
ten, who examined them one after ano- 
ther, read their authentick Paſſports, and 
regiſtred them, and then provided a good 
Dinner for the whole Company. After 
which, they were divided into Parties, fo 
that 100 in one Place, 80 in another, 60 
in a third Place, and 50 in a fourth, might 
be quarter'd for this firſt Day without 
the City, and when they were fafely ar- 
rived in their Lodgings, they ſung Hymns, 
and prayed with great Devotion and Af- 
fection of Heart. There were wich them 
three Waggons full of Women, newborn 
Children, tick and old People, who were 
taken into the Hoſpital. It was a fignal 
Mercy that they did not all fall tick, 
and periſh with Cold ; conſidering they 
came in a ſevere Froſt, being poor, and 
many of them very bare: And indeed 
tome did fell fick, by che many Hardi ps 
; 5 they 
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they endured; amongſt whom an old Man 
is ſince dead, who being asked, whether 
he was not ſorry for having left his na- 
tive Country; anſwered, No: but J die 
with Joy, and Hope of a better Life. 

A GREAT Number of our Proteſtant 
Citizens went out to ſee them; but not ſo 
many Papiſts, as at the Arrival of the for- 
mer Company. By Order of the Magiſ- 


trate, no Body was ſuffered as yet to take 


any of them into the City; but a great 
many were immediately hired, in hopes 
of being brought into the City on Sa- 
turday Morning. But the Popiſh Part 
of the Magiſtracy now ſet themſelves 

ainſt the Reception of theſe Exiles, more 
than they did at the Arrival of the firſt. 
For they had ſcarce heard of the Approach 
of theſe People, when they propoſed ſeve- 
ral captious Queſtions to the Proteſtant 
Part of the Magiſtracy, and declared, they 
muſt uſe violent Means, till the new 
Comers were turned away from this City, 
and thoſe Exiles that were taken in before, 
ſent away along with them. And as the 


Proteſtant Magiſtrates would not acknow- 


ledge this new aſſumed Power, the Papiſts 
ſent that very Fr:day, at nine in the Even- 
ing, unto the Proteſtant Syndick, a Decla- 
ration in Writing ; wherein, after ſeveral 
extraordinary Demands, they ſignified, that 
all the City-Gates ſhould be kept ſhut next 

E 2 Morn- 
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Morning, which was accordingly done; 

| the Mayor, who had the Keys, being a 

= Papiſt. Whereupon the Proteſtant Ma- 
giſtrates met by themſelves, and having 
ſet down their Anſwer in Writing, went 
at ten o' Clock to the Senate, and proteſt- q) 
ed againſt all their Demands and Pro- 
ceedings. The Senate continued fitting 
till three o' Clock in the Afternoon ; and 
the Proteſtant Magiſtracy reſolved to lay 
a full Account of this arbitrary Power, 
which the Popiſh Magiſtracy took upon 
them, before the Proteſtant Princes and 
States at the Diet at Ratisbon: And we believe | 
the Papiſts will find it very hard to juſtify | 


their Conduct in this Affair. In ſhorr, 

the Senate broke up, without coming to 

an Agreement upon any ſingle Point. As 

for the City-Gates, the Proteſtant Magiſ- 

tracy left the Popiſh to manage as they 

pleaſed; and when asked how many they 

would have opened; they anſwered, He 

1 that hinders the opening of them muſt be 

| anſwerable for it. Whereupon the Popiſh 
| Magiſtrates, tho' not -at all defired by the 
1 | Proteſtants, found themſelves obliged to- 
þ open ſome of the Gates about three in 
the Afternoon: However, only three were 

opened, and ſeven remained ſhut. The 

poor Exiles without the Gates, were ver 

much concerned upon this Account ; and 

Chiefly, becauſe they were the Occaſion of 


giving 
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giving this Trouble to the Proteſtants of 


the City; and were therefore willing, if 
we would have conſented, to have gone 
forward immediately, and patiently ſubmit 
to any further Hardſhips. But this very 
Behaviour of the Exiles increaſed our Love 
to them: for one ſaid to the other, who 
knows but God hath ſent theſe zealous 
Chriſtians unto us, that we may learn by 
their Example, how we ought to behave 
our ſelves, if the ſame Sufferings that have 
befallen our Brethren, ſhould come, as a 
Trial, upon us: For certainly God hath 
ſome particular Deſign in this ſtupendous 
Work, which is brought about not by the 
Hand of Men, but of God himſelf ; that 
in ſuch a ſmall Tract of Land as Saltz- 
burg, which is ſurrounded every where 
with Popiſh Countries, ſuch a great Mul- 
tirude of People ſhould take up a Reſo- 
lution, rather to forſake their native Coun- 
try, their Friends, and their Subſtance, 
than to hve any longer in Darkneſs, con- 
trary to God and his Word. As ſoon as 
the City Gates were opened on Saturday, 
a great Multitude of Proteſtants went with 
all manner of Proviſions unto the poor 


Exiles. The Reverend Mr. Url/perger, 


Rector of the Miniſtry, viſited them the 


ſame Evening in all their Quarters, ſtreng- 
thened them, and comforted them very 


much 
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much with the Word of God; and his 
Lady viſited the Sick, which were placed 


with their Children in the Hoſpital. Sun- 


day following, the Miniſters and Candi- 
dates for the Miniſtry, preached before 
the Exiles in their ſeveral Quarters; a 
reat Number of our Citizens being pre- 
ſent. The Hoſpital was guarded with 
Soldiers, upon the Account of an extraor- 
dinary Concourſe of Papiſts, who then ce- 
lebrated the Octave of Fabian Sebaſtian, 
to whom tht Chapel of the Hoſpital is de- 
dicated : By which means, many of the 
Papiſts heard the Proteſtant Sermons, ſome 


with Attention, others with Mockery. 


On Monday, the two Rectors of the Pro- 
teſtant Miniſtry examined ſome of the 
Exiles, in the Preſence of ſome Deputies 


of the Proteſtant Magiſtrates ; (none of 


the Popiſh Magiſtrates, tho' invited there- 
unto, appearing:) which Examination 
having given great Satisfaction to the 
Hearers, was ſet down in Writing, in or- 
der to ſend it to his Imperial Majeſty, and 
to the Diet at Ratisbon. 

ON the ſame, and the next Day, the 
Miniſters continued to preach before the 
Exiles, particularly upon thoſe proper 
Texts, John ili. 4,-8. Heb. xiii. 12, 13, 14. 
At which times a great Number of other 
People were preſent, and beſtowed very 

libe- 
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liberally their Charity among them, ſome 
in Money, ſome in Books, ſome in Cloaths, 
and others in Victuals, eſpecially the Butch- 
ers, Who gave to thoſe in the Hoſpital on- 
ly, above 200/. weight of Meat. 

AT laſt, the Popiſh Part of the Magiſ- 
tracy declared, that 300 of theſe Exiles, 
that were Unmarried, might be taken into 
Service by the Citizens, with which the 
Proteſtant Magiſtrates declared themſelves 
fatisfy'd for the preſent, but without tying 
up their Hands for the future. 

AccoRDINGLY, Wedneſday Morning, 
all the Exiles marched in good Order in- 
to Shooters Field, ſinging as they went 
along, Luther's Hymn: Our God is a ſtrong 
Tower, &c. accompanied with many 
Thouſands of Proteſtants and Papiſts. 
Here the Citizens had liberty to pick out 
ſuch as they liked for their Service, to 
the Number of 300 Perſons; as for thoſe 
that were Sick, or had Sick Children, they 
remain'd in their Quarters; but ten Men, 
who had recovered their Health in the 
Hoſpital, and were deſirous to ſerve the 
Farmers in the Proteſtant Villages, joined 
themſelves to thoſe that were to go away, 
But before they went, the Reverend Mr. 
Hildebrund, early in the Morning, made # 
pious Diicourſe to them, upon the cxxvi. 

ſalm. Aſterwards, the Goſpel was again 
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| preached unto theſe poor People in the 


open Fields, in ſeveral Places, by the two 
ſenior Rectors of the Miniſtry, the Reve- 
rend Mr. Urlſperger, and Mr. Weidner, 
and fix other Miniſters, who having fer- 
vently exhorted them to be ſtedfaſt in the 
true Faith, and fincere Godlineſs, com- 
mitted them unto the Grace of God, in 

the Preſence of a great Multitude of Peo- 
ple, high and low, Proteſtants, Papiſts, 
Jews, and others. Such a remarkable Pub- 
lication of the Goſpel, and attended with 


ſuch ſenſible Impreſſions, hath not been 


known at Augsburg, fince the time that 
the Auguſtin Confeſſion was firſt preſent- 
ed to the Emperor Charles the VII, A. D. 
15 30. in this Place. A great Bitterneſs of 
Mind had ſhewn it ſelf at firſt among the 
Papiſts, but having obſerv'd nothing amiſs, 
and hearing the Exiles exhorted unto Pa- 
tience, and Stedfaſtneſs, and no mention 
made of Popiſh Errors; ſome went away 
aſhamed, and others with a ſecret Incli- 
nation to turn to the Truth of the Goſ- 
pel; inſomuch that there appears a great 
Diſpoſition among the Popiſh Inhabitants, 


to embrace the Proteſtant Faith. 


BEFORE the Exiles begun their Jour- 
ney, every one received 30 Creutzers *, 
and a Quartern Loaf of Bread; and on 
their 


* bout 15 Pence Engliſh Money. 
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their Journey they are maintained by the 
Money that was collected here. Some 


_ Charitable Perſons contributed in Shoot- 


er's Field about 300 Guilders, which Mo- 
ney our Commiſſary received, to diſtribute 

amongſt them at parting : and it was ob- 

ſerved, that even ſome Papiſts gave them 

Money. Their March was in the follow- 

ing manner: They were divided into two 

Parties, one to travel to Nordlingen, and 

the other to Haarburg. A Proteſtant 

Horſe-guard Man belonging to the City 

led the Way, then followed forty Saltz- 

burgers, afterwards a Citizen on Horſe- 

back, and then again forty Saltzburgers, 

and after them another Citizen on Horſe- 

back, and then another Horſe-guard Man, 

and ſo on; and art laſt followed two Wag- 

gons, with the Saltzburgers that were bad 

Walkers, and their Baggage. A Citizen 

appointed by our Magiſtrate, had the 
Charge over every Party, to provide them 
with Neceſſaries, and convenient Quar- 
ters; for which purpoſe they were fur- 
niſhed with very good Paſſports. 

THIN Horſe-guards carry'd with them 
Letters of Recommendation to the above- 
mentioned Cities, by which they were de- 
fired not only to receive the Exiles with 
Brotherly Love, but to take a written Ac- 
count of the Places to which every one 
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ſhould go, and to tranſmit it to us, that 
if any one's Parents, Children, Wife, or 


Husband, or other Relations, ſhould ei- 


ther continue in the Country, or wander 
about in Miſery, it might be known where 
they might find each other. 

As they went along, they with Hearts 
full of Thankfulneſs blefled once more 
all their kind Benefactors, and ſung their 
Hymn, An Exile in Diſtreſs I am, &c. 
Many thouſand Spectators returned Bleſ- 
ſings and Thanks for the Awakenings the 
Lord was pleaſed to give them by their 
means. Mr. Urlſperger went ſomewhat 
beyond the Territory of Augsburg; and 
as the firſt Troop paſſed by him, he took 
his Leave, and bleſſed them once more: 
and returning homewards, he met the ſe- 
cond Troop, and committing them alſo to 
the Grace of God, he diſtributed ſome 
Books, as Arndt's True Chriſtianity, &c. 
amongſt them; and ſo haſtening to Shoot - 
er's Field, he found the laſt ready to march, 
and made a Farewel Diſcourſe unto them; 
every one of whom offering his Hand to 
him and his Colleague, they ſet forward 
in the Name of the Lord. 

Turks People are very fincere and 
religious; they are content with mean 
Diet and Cloaths, and a great deal of hard, 
Labour, which they perform diligently : 
an 
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and as they are very attentive in hearin 
the Word of God, it is not to be doubted 
but his Bleſſing will attend ic. In their 
Journey, the Papiſts in ſome Places inſult- 
ed them, and threw Dirt at them, which 
they bore with great Reſignation, and re- 
turn'd only with Bleſſings on their Ene- 
mies. But they were received at Nord- 
lingen and Haarburg with great Chear- 
fulneſs; inſomuch that even the Fews at 
Haarburg offered them Lodgings. 

Ap here we may again obſerve, that 
ſeveral Jews have been ſenſibly affected 
with the Perſecution of theſe People: A 
Jeu at Batzheim, not far from Ulm, ſee- 
ing 200 of them together, and hearing 
the Cauſe of their wandring about, ſtood 
aſtoniſhed for ſome Time, and at laſt 
broke out into this Exclamation ; Sure 
God deſigns to do ſome great Work! 

AFTER the Departure of theſe People 
from Augsburg, the 300 Exiles which re- 
mained, ſhould by Agreement have been 
taken into the City; but Satan ſowed freſh 

Seed of Diſſention: by which Means, 
tho' the Proteſtant and Popiſh Senate met 
as uſual the next Day, they ſeparated 
again by g o' Clock, without doing any 
thing. So that theſe poor Sufferers mult 
now undergo a new Trial. The Popiſh 
Magiſtrates have carry'd their Inſolence to 
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the greateſt height: For what can be a 
reater Violation of the Publick Peace, and 
Rights of the Proteſtants, than for the Pa- 
piſts (who together with them conſtitute 
the Senate, ſo that neither Party can do any 
legal Act without the other) to dare to take 
the Government wholly upon themſelves, 
arbitrarily ſhut up the City Gates, and 
keep the Proteſtants lockt up like Priſon- 
ers in the City, to depend on their Mercy. 
Whatever they may do to palliate theſe 
Proceedings, the Treaty of Peace, the Ca- 
roline Inſtitution, and the Ordinance of 
Election, do all expreſly ſtipulate, that nei- 
ther Party ſhall act without the other. If 
the Proteſtants had behaved thus, tis to 
be feared, the Tragedy of Thorn would 
have been acted over again here: But the 
Papiſts will venture at any thing of this 
kind, and their Animoſities againſt the 
Proteſtants daily encreaſe. The Proteſ- 
tants in the City made no Diſturbance 
while the Gates were ſhut; but they were 
generally of Opinion, that their Magiſ- 
trates ought to have inſiſted on their 
Rights, and not have aſſembled in the Se- 
nate with the Papiſts, till all the Gates 
were open'd, and the Proteſtants could 
freely paſs in and out. However, the 
Proteſtant Magiſtrates perceiving the Ani- 
moſity of the Papiſts, and fearing an Up- 
| roar, 


roar, thought I pfoper to be paſſive in 
ſome meaſure, and only lay their Com- 
plaint before his Imperial Majeſty, and 
the Proteſtant Body at Ratisbon. And as 
it is not poſſible, that his Imperial Majeſ- 
ty ſhould approve of ſuch Proceedings, we 
hope ſoon to obtain ſome redreſs. In the 


Reſcript ſent to Ratisbon, his Imperial 


Majeſty aſſures all the Proteſtant States, 
that he hath wrote to his Archbiſhop of 
Saltzburg, to act in every Thing agreeable 
to the Treaty of Weſtphalia, and not to 
do the leaſt Injury to his Proteſtant Sub- 
Jets, or moleſt them in their Paſſage, un- 
der any Pretence whatſoever; but to let 
them go freely out of his Dominions: By 
which it is manifeſt, that his Imperial 
Majeſty, according to his Chriſtian Tem- 
per, is more inclined to keep Faith, and 


\ fulfil his Promiſes, than to hearken to 


ſuch turbulent Meaſures; and we reſt 
aſſured, that God will give a proſperous 
Succeſs unto his Work. 

*T1s indeed very ſhameful, that the 
Popiſh Magiſtracy at Augsburg ſhould 
diſcover ſo much Hatred againſt theſe poor 
People, eſpecially conſidering that every 
one of them was provided with a Paſſport, 
exprelly teſtifying their quiet Behaviour, 
and that they were obliged to leave the 
Archbiſhoprick of Saltaburg only on Ac- 

count 
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count of their Religion; and that the 
Archbiſhop of Sa/tzburg himſelf, recom- 
mended it to the Biſhop of Augsburg, to 
grant him a ſafe Paſſage through his Bi- 
ſhoprick ; and that the Elector of Bava- 
ria likewiſe graciouſly publiſhed a Pro- 
clamation * in their Favour: To which 
we may add, that it is reported to the Cre- 
dit of the Prelate of Ochſenhauſen, that he 
not only permitted ſome hundreds free 
Paſſage thro' his Dominion, in their Wa 
to Ulm, but likewiſe charitably relieved 
every one of them. Tis believed here, 
that the Jeſuits have been moſt inſtrumen- 
tal in exaſperating the Papiſts at Saltz- 
burg, hoping it might give them an Op- 
portunity of creeping into that Archbi- 
ſhoprick ; which, however, may not be 
ſo very eaſy. And as to the Papiſts at 
Augsburg, they are afraid that a great 
Number of our Popiſh Citizens here, and 
the Popiſh Labourers of the neighbouring 
Villages, will loſe their Bread, which hi- 
therto they have for the moſt part earn'd 
of the Proteſtants in the City ; and indeed, 
this Proceeding of their Magiſtrates can 
do them no good: Nor are the Papiſts 
without Apprenhenſion, that the Eyes of 
many of their own People may by degrees 
be opened; it being ſaid, that many of 
them 
* id. Appendix, Ne. III. | 
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them are already leſs inclined to go to 
Maſs than formerly. We are informed, 
that 11000 Saltzburgers more are to pals 
through this Biſhoprick, beſides thoſe 
which are conducted another Way: For 
which Reaſon, our Proteſtant Magiſtrates 
have already ſent one of their Horie-guard 
Men to Kauffbeyern, with ſome hundred 


Florins, to aſſiſt the Citizens there, who 


have already almoſt exceeded their Abili- 
ties; and to deſire them to divide the new 
Comers from Saitzburg in ſuch a manner, 
that they may not all paſs this Way, but 
ſome of them be conducted the neareſt Way 
to Wurtenburg, And in like manner, the 
Proteſtant Magiſtrates of Augsburg having 
Notice given them, that 100 Exiles were 
arrived at Harle, eight Miles from hence, 
to expreſs their Affection for theſe People, 
diſpatched immediately a Meſſenger with 
Money and Neceſlaries, to that Place; but 
the Meſſenger return'd without having met 
any of them, who had taken another Rout 
before he came. Letters from Kempton 
ſay, that 106 of the Exiles are paſſed by 
there in their Way to Lindau, and that 
others are daily expected. Thus it may 
appear, that the Proteſtants at Augsburg, 
where, by the Providence of God, the 
Truth of the Goſpel was firſt of all pub- 
lickly confeſſed, have behaved themſelves 


like 
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like true Children of the Goſpel, mani- 
feſting their Faith by Charity towards 
their Brethren ; and we hope that other 
Proteſtants will not only affiſt this City in 
bearing ſo great a Burden, (as ſome have 
already done) but alſo themſelves receive 
and help theſe poor Sufferers, whitherſo- 
ever the Providence of God ſhalt bring 
them ; which is indeed the Duty of all 
Chriſtians.

The Archbiſhop of Saltzburg's Decree 
againſt his Proteſtant Subjects. 


E Leopold, by the Grace of God, 
Archbiſhop of Saltzburg, Legate 

of the Holy See Apoſtolical, and Primate 
of Germany, &c. To all our Vice-Deans, 
Bailifts, Provoſts, Governors, their Sub- 
ſtitutes, Judges, and to all our Officers 
and Subjects, Greeting : Know ye, that 
having heard, contrary to all Expectation, 
that a great Part of our Subjects, living 
in the Mountains, had rebelled againſt us, 
their lawful Prince, under Pretence of 
Perſecution in Matters of Religion, and 
other Oppreſſions on the part of our Of- 
ficers, and had df their own Motion ſtir- 
red up a Sedition, ſo much the more Cri- 
minal, becauſe it is directly contrary to 
1 | the

the natural Laws and Conſtitutions of 
the Empire; and being defirous, in order 
to prevent the Conſequences of ſo great a 
Misfortune, to make uſe of our Paternal 
Clem. acy, before we inflict upon them 
the Puniſhment they have ſo juſtly deſerv- 
ed, by redreſſing their Grievances in a 
proper Manner, according to Juſtice ; we 
did, without Loſs of Time, upon the 
gth of July laſt, appoint Commithoners, 
and ordered them to repair to the Moun- 
tains forthwith, to inquire into the Grie- 
vances of our Subjects, and give us an ex- 
act Account of the fame. The Commiſ- 
ſioners we ſent thither were not wanting 
in the Difcharge of their wage A the 
went from Diſtrict to Diſtrict ; they wal 
an Account of the reſpective Grievances, 
both Civil and Religious; and after they 
had inquired into them, they eaſed ſome, 
and entirely redreſſed others, to the Sa- 
tisfaction of the Mutineers; who, eſpeci- 
ally ſuch as had declared to the Com- 
miſſioners, that they made Profeſſion of 
the Evangelical Religion, or the Confeſ- 
ſion of Augsburg, unanimouſly and volun- 
tarily declared and promiſed, that they 
would inviolably preſerve the Fidelity 
which was due to us as their Lord and 
Prince; that they would pay all the Obe- 
dience and reſpect due to the Spiritual and 

Tem- 
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Temporal Regencies; that they would a- 


void all unlawful Aſſemblies; that they 


would raiſe no Commotions ; that the 
would not moleſt the Catholicks with 
Threats, with Preaching in Publick, or 
otherwiſe ; and that they would not un- 
dertake any thing that was contrary to the 
Oath and Duty of faichful Subjects, or 
that might diſturb the publick Safety and 


Tranquillity: In return for which, the 


Commiſſioners promiſed them, with our 
Approbation, and until we ſhould publiſh 
our Reſolution upon that Subject, agree- 
ably to the Conſtitutions of the Empire, 
that every one of them might exerciſe his 
Religion in ſecret at his own Houſe, pro- 
vided they forbore Preaching and Ack 
bling in an unlawful Manner. Neverthe- 
leſs, we have ſince heard, to our Sorrow, 
that the Rebels, immediately after the De- 
parture of the Commiſſioners, without 
any regard to their own Promiſes, or to 
the wholeſome Admonition that was given 
them, began again to aſſemble themſelves 
in a tumultuous manner in ſeveral Places, 
both publickly and privately, ro make ſe- 
ditious Sermons to the People aſſembled, 
to threaten to exterminate the Catholicks 
with Fire and Sword, to abuſe the Spiri- 
tual and Temporal Regencies, yea, even 
our own Perſon, both in Word and Deed ; 

G 2 and, 
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and, in ſhort, to commit ſeveral other 
Actions worthy of the moſt ſevere Pu- 
niſhments. 

WHEREUPON, and in order to con- 
vince our rebellious and diſloyal Subjects, 
more and more of our ſincere Intentions, 
which mean nothing but our Preſervation, 
we ordered our ſaid Commiſſioners to ex- 
hort once more our reſpective juriſdic- 
tions ſituate in the Mountains, by way of 
Circular Letters, dated the 3oth of July, 
not to ſtop the Courſe of our Paternal 


Love, nor interrupt, by Criminal Enter- 


prizes, Violences, and tumultuous Aſſem- 
blies, our Deſigns, which tend only to the 
Publick Welfare, but to keep themſelves 
quiet at Home, and wait with Peace and 
Unity the Deciſion of their Grievances, 
both Civil and Religious; with Afſu- 


rances, that we would cauſe them to be 


examined with the utmoſt Care; and that 
we would redreſs the ſame in ſuch a man- 
ner as we ſhall be able to anſwer before 
God and the World. To put theſe Aſſu- 
rances in Execution, we appointed Depu- 
ties, the 6th of Auguſt, conſiſting of 
Members of the Conſiſtory, of the Au- 
lick Counfel, and the Chamber, and or- 
dered them to meet immediately, to exa- 
mine, with all poſſible Care, the Grievan- 
ces that ſhould be communicated, and to 

conſider 
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conſider how they might be entirely ter- 
minated, or at leaſt made eaſier. But our 
Subjects, inſtead of making ſuitable Re- 
turns for our paternal Care, turned it in- 
to Ridicule, and caſting off the Reſpect 
and Fidelity which they owe to us, they 
began openly and wantonly to abuſe our 
Clemency, by committing all ſorts of 
Diſorders; and having found Means to 
gain over ſome of our Subjects by Promi- 
ſes, and others by Artifice, they ſummon- 
ed a general Conference at Schwartzach, 
upon the gᷣth of Auguſt, and called it the 
Great Council : In this Conference, Pro- 
poſals were made the moſt prejudicial to us, 
to the Archbiſhoprick, and the Country: 
Here they deliberated, and took Reſolu- 
tions, which they engaged to execute by 
a ſolemn Oath, which they took kneeling, 
and with Hands lifted up: They after- 
wards repeated their tumultuous Aſſem- 
blies and Deliberations, both publickly 
and privately; they continued to make 
ſedit ious Sermons, to threaten more than 
ever, to exterminate the faithful Subjects 
with Fire and Sword, and to ſhew their 


Contempt even of our Perſon by injurious 


Diſcourſes. 

THESE Exceſſes, and others ſo con- 
trary to the Laws of God and Nature, gave 
us the greater Concern, becauſe we were 

in 
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in hopes our Rebellious Subjects, being 
convinced of our Paternal Love, and of 
our favourable Diſpofitions, would no lon- 
ger have abuſed our Patience. We might, 
with a good Grace enough, have exerted 
our Power and Authority againſt them, 
by puniſhing them as Rebellious Subjects; 
but our Love and Clemency having again 
prevailed over us, we contented our ſelf 
with publiſhing and affixing up, in all the 
Places of the Mountains, diſſuaſive Let- 
ters, dated the 3oth of Auguſt ; wherein 
we exhorted the Mutineers that were ri- 
is ſen againſt us and their Country, to ren- 
Fl der us the Obedience and Submiſſion that 
i is due to us, and to preſerve inviolably 
WI the Fidelity they had ſworn to us; for- 
1 bidding them to continue the aforeſaid En- 
106 ter prizes, Aſſemblies, Preachings, Threats, 
Injuries, or other the like Things, upon 
Pain of forfeiting their Eſtates, and even 
their Lives, to all and every one that 
ſhould be found to act contrary thereto. 
And the better to ſecure the publick Tran- 
quillity, we did moreover forbid them to 
aſſemble themſelves, either in private or 
in By- places, to the Number of more than 
bit! three; or to undertake any thing whatſo- 
6 : ever, that could prejudice our Power and 
14 Authority, occaſion the Spiritual or Tem- 
[is poral Regencies to be abuſed or mal- 
treated, 
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treated, or diſturb the publick Tranquil- 
tiry. But as the Mutineers, far from giv- 
ing Attention thereto, have had the Bold- 
nefs to go on with their Diforders as be- 
fore, ef ifed thoſe diſſuaſive Letters, and 
told the Officers of Juſtice and other Per- 
ſons to their Faces, that we had nothing 
to do to command them 3 this ſhews, that 
the Redrefs of Civil or Religious Grie- 
vances, of which they complained in the 
Beginning of their Mutiny, was not the 
Point they aimed at; but that they want- 
ed to introduce a boundleſs Liberty, to 
erect a new State among themſelves, and 
to make themſelves an independent Peo- 
ple. In ſhort, ſome of them, continuing 
their abominable Excefles, and their Aſ- 
femblies ſo often forbid, did of their own 
Authority forbid the —_— of our 
Churches; they went from Houſe to 
Houſe to give notice of their ſeditious 
Preachments, to begin on a certain Sig- 
nal, either by Beat of Drum, or the firing 
of fome Muſkets: So that we were at 
laſt obliged, tho' againſt our Will, to make 
ufe of the Power which God has put into 
our Hands; and on the 28th of Septem- 
| ber we caufed the principal Author of 
the Sedition to be feized and impriſoned, 
not upon Account of Religion, but for 
difturbing the publick Tranquillity, and 


for 
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for riſing againſt us, his lawful Lord and 
Prince. The next Morning, ſeveral of 
his Adherents had the Boldneſs to get to- 
gether and endeavour to ſet him at Li- 
berty, and to attack our faithful Subjects; 
but tho' they durſt not execute their En- 
ter prize, ſeeing the good Diſpoſitions that 


were made to give them a warm Re- 


ception; they nevertheleſs gave freſh 
Proofs of their ſeditious Spirits, by 
ſummoning new Aſſemblies in ſeveral 
Places, repeating their injurious and me- 
nacing Diſcourſes againſt our Perſon, and 
diſobeying our Commands, and thoſe of 
our Officers: They have ſet up a new 
Head, to whom they have promiſed Fi- 


delity, and have not been unmindful of 


. demanding Succours of the Evangelical 
Proteſtants, under Pretence of being per- 


ſecuted for the ſake of Religion; and falſ- 
ly alledging, that it was our Intent to re- 
fuſe them the Right of going away, and 


by ſuch and other falſe Reports, they have 


endeavoured not only to ſtir up a Sedition 
in the neighbouring Countries, but alſo to 
kindle the Flames of a Religious War 
throughout the Roman Empire. 

As our Honour, our Dignity, and our 
Authority, in the Quality of an Archbi- 
ſhop and Sovereign Prince, will not per- 
mit us to endure any longer, that the ſaid 


Diſ- 
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Diſturbers of the publick Peace and Safe- 
ty of all the Archbiſhoprick, ſhould per- 
fiſt in their Spirit of Rebellion and Diſo- 
bedience, of which they are fully convict- 
ed, as appears by a great number of Re- 
ports, Memorials, and Certificates worth 

of Credit, and atteſted upon Oath : As, on 
the other hand, we are not ignorant of 


the general Ordinances, which have been 


iſſued from time to time by our Predeceſ- 
ſors, touching the Conduct which the Spi- 
ritual and Temporal Regencies were to 


_ obſerve, agreeably to the Conſtitutions of 


the Empire, with regard to Subjects ſuſ- 
pected in Matters of Religion, and parti- 
cularly in relation to the Right of going 
away: And as we ſhould be inexcuſable, 
if, as an Eccleſiaſtical Prince, we ſhould 
tolerate the Exerciſe of a Religion in our 
Archbiſhoprick; contrary to the Roman 
Catholick Religion ; which, by the Grace 
of God, is of more than 1200 Years ſtand- 
ing ; we have the leſs Reaſon to refuſe the 
Right of going away, becauſe we have al- 
ways been inclined, as we are ſtill, to give 
our Conſent to it, on purpoſe to avoid 
giving Offence to our ſaid Subjects, and 
to thoſe of the bordering Provinces of the 
Emperor and Bavaria. It will not be 


found that ever we refuſed that Liberty 
H | of 
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of Departure; but it appears on the con- 
trary, by divers publick Acts, agreeable to 
the Conſtitutions of the Empire, that we 
have always granted it without any Limi- 
tation: So that in order to reſtore a ſet- 
tled Tranquillity in our Archbiſhoprick, 
and to prevent yet greater Troubles, there 
now remains no other Method to be ta- 
ken, than to extir pate entirely to the Root 
thoſe turbulent and ſeditious Fellows, 
who in Times paſt have ſo often diſturb- 
ed this Archbiſhoprick; and that with 
the greater Reaſon, becauſe nothing is to 
be expected in this Archbiſhoprick but 
freſh Troubles; and that notwithſtandin 
the wholſome Advice given them by the 
Paſtor, notwithſtanding all the Methods 
we have tried, in Performance of our Paſ- 
toral Duty, to prevail with them to deſiſt 
from their Criminal Enterprizes, and to 
bring them back into the Way of the 
Faithful, they will, in ſpite of all theſe 
Admonitions and Exhortations, perſiſt in 
their Rebellion and Obſtinacy: And there- 
fore we thought it was high time to pub- 
liſh proper Ordinances upon that Subject. 
We communicate this our preſent Com- 
mand to all our Subjects, Citizens and In- 
habirants, particularly to thoſe who have 
declared themſelves to be of the Reformed 
Religion, or of the Confeſſion of Augs- 


burg, 


. 

burg, and perſiſt in the Profeſſion thereof, 
either in publick or in private: And after 
the moſt ſerious Conſideration, by virtue 
of our Power, as immediate Prince of the 
Empire, and of the Right which belongs 
to r as ſuch to reform Religion, and 
to command their Subjects who profeſs 
another, to depart from their Territories, 
we ordain, 

1. THAT all thoſe who profeſs either 
of the Religions abovementioned, and to- 
lerated in the Empire, and who upon Oc- 
caſion of the late Riſing have declared 
themſelves to be ſuch, whether in publick 
or in private, ſhall depart this Archbiſhop- 
rick, and Countries thereunto belonging, 
with all their Effects; never to enter it 
more, upon pain of Confiſcation of their 
Eſtates, or even of Death, according to 
the Exigency of the Caſe. 

2. Such of the Inhabitants of this 
Archbiſhoprick, as have no Settlement, 
or thoſe who are not Burghers, the Work- 
men, Valets, or Domeſticks of both Sexes, 
who have attained the Age of twelve 
Vears, and profeſs one of the ſaid two Re- 
ligions, and have declared themſelves ſo to 
be in manner aforeſaid, ſhall depart with 
all their Effects in 8 Days, to be compu- 
ted from the Day of the Publication of 
theſe Preſents; and in caſe they do not 
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readily obey, they ſhall be puniſhed in 
manner aforeſaid, without any Hopes of 
a Pardon. | | 

3. WHEREFORE, all thoſe, let them 
be what they will, that work in the Salt 
Mines, or ſuch other Works; or who, ei- 
ther in the Mountains, or in the Plains, 
are in our Service, or employed by us, by 
the Members of our Chamber, or by other 
Officers of our Country, are from this 
time forward, and in general diſcharg'd 
from their Service and Work; they ſhall 
have no Salary from the Day of the Date 
of theſe Preſents, nor what is called Provi- 
ſion or Benefice-Money ; but they ſhall 
be obliged to depart the Country within 
the limited Time, and under the Penalties 
abovementioned. 


4. AND as it has been cuſtomary, not 


to admit any Perſon to the Burgherſhip 


or Freedom of the Towns or Boroughs of 
this ArctEbiſhoprick, till he had proved 


that he and all his Family profeſſed the 


Catholick Religion, and produced Certifi- 
cates on the part of the Regencies eſta- 
bliſhed for that purpoſe ; we will and or- 
dain, that all and every Burgher or Arti- 


fan, making Profeſſion of one of the ſaid 


Religions, and who declared themſelves ſo 
to be during the preſent Rifing and Re- 
bellion, have from this time forward en- 

| tirely

tirely forfeited, throughout the Archbi- 
ſhoprick, their Right of Burgherſhip and 
Freedom; and that, like the others, they 
depart this Archbiſhoprick, with ſome 
difference, however, in regard to the time, 
with reſpect to the other Inhabitants that 
are not Burghers. 

5. As for thoſe Peaſants who have Set- 
tlements, and the other Inhabitants of this 
Archbiſhoprick of both Sexes, who have 
Houſes or Land, and have declared them- 
ſelves, either in private or in publick, to be 
of one of the {aid two Religions, (Luthe- 
rans or Calviniſts) which they had profeſ- 
ſed before; tho' they ought not to be ig- 
norant, that according to the Conſtitutions 


of the Empire, and by virtue of the ge- 


neral Mandates from time to time iſſued 
by our Predeceſſors, they were enjoined 

to embrace the Roman-Catholick Religion, 
as being the only one tolerated in this 
Archbiſhoprick, and which the Prince God 
has ſet over them profeſſes; and that with- 
in a limited Time, to be computed from 
the Day of their Change of Religion ; or 
to diſpoſe of their Eſtates, and then to 
quit our Archbiſhoprick; and tho' on 
the other hand they have forfeited all 
Right of Departure, and other Privileges 
ſtipulated by the Treaty of Weſtphalia, of 
which they have rendered themſelves un- 


worthy, 
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worthy, by ſtirring up the laſt Inſurrec- 
tion, diſturbing the Publick Tranquillity, 
and acting directly contrary to the ſaid 
Treaty of Weſtphalia, the Conſtitutions 
of the Empire, and our Ordinances and 


Diſſuaſive Letters: Nevertheleſs, out 


of our Clemency, provided that in the 
mean time they keep themſelves quiet, 
agreeably to our Diſſuaſive Letters, we 


grant a Month's Time to thoſe who are 


poſſeſſed of 150 Florins or under, two 
Months to ſuch as are worth from 150 to 
coo Florins, to ſell their Effects in the 
beſt manner they can in that Time, and 
then to quit the Country, upon the Pe- 
nalties abovementioned; and we moreover 
permit them to keep a Man-Servant and a 
Maid-Servant, and no more, of their Reli- 
gion, to do their Buſineſs during that 

Time. | | 
6. As all that is above, regards only 
ſuch as make Profeſſion of one of the two 
Religions aforeſaid, tolerated in the Em- 
pire, and who have declared themſelves to 
be ſuch, we reſerve to our ſelves the Pu- 
niſhment to be inflicted upon the Muti- 
neers and Diſturbers of the Publick Peace, 
and upon ſuch as profeſs a Hereſy which 
was never tolerated in the Empire. And 
as for thoſe who joined the Rebels and 
Diſturbers, only for the Sake of their Re- 
; ligion,

ligion, and are not in other reſpects charge- 
able with Sedition or Rebellion, we exempt 
them from the Puniſhment they may have 
deſerved, provided they leave the Arch- 
biſhoprick, as is above ſaid ; and we grant 
them a general Pardon by theſe Preſents. 

7. As it may be preſumed, that after 
the Publication of this Ordinance, ſeveral 
of the Seditious, who by this Rebellion 
had more in view the good things of this 
Life, than the Salvation of their immor- 
tal Souls, and have made Application to 
thoſe of the Evangelical Religion; and o- 


thers, who till the Time of the Sedition, 


concealed, after a Hy pocritical manner, and 
under a Catholick outſide, the Religion 
they profeſſed in their Heart, will like- 
wile return to it, in order to take the firſt 
Opportunity to create new Diſturbances 
in the Country: And as theſe ſort of Peo- 
ple are by no means to be rely'd upon, af- 
ter ſo many Examples of Sedition which 
thoſe Rebels to God and their Country 
have from time to time excited in our 
Archbiſhoprick ; We do by theſe Preſents 
will and ordain, that thoſe, who, after the 
Admonition they received from the Com- 
miſſioners we ſent into the Mountains laſt 
| Fuly, to conſider well an Affair of ſo great 
Importance, wherein their temporal Ef- 
tate, and their everlaſting Salvation were

ſo nearly concerned, before they came to 
a Reſolution, did nevertheleſs declare to 
the ſaid Commiſſioners, that they would 
embrace another Religion, which for the 
moſt part they know nothing of, prefera- 
bly to the Roman-Catholick Religion, if 
they have not given Proofs of their Re- 
pentance within a Fortnight afterwards, 
by entring themſelves again as Catholicks 
before the Regency; that in like manner 
thoſe, who in the Memorials drawn up 
by our rebellious Subjects, and communi- 
cated to us by Order of his Imperial Ma- 
jeſty, are denominated and entered as E- 
vangelical, and of the Confeſſion of Augs- 
burg, ſhall not be included in this our Or- 
dinance, nor enjoy the Benefit thereof, 
even tho' they ſhould pretend that they 
were entered wrong, and without their 
Knowledge or Conſent, unleſs they make 
due Proof of ſuch falſe Entry, and of 
their good Behaviour. 

8. As for thoſe who have not hitherto 
declared themſelves, either in publick or 
in private, as making Profeſſion of another 
Religion, but have nevertheleſs render'd 
themſelves ſuſpicious, by their Conduct 
and Manner of Living; as we can fix 
upon nothing certain with regard to them, 
tho' we are very deſirous to root out that 
noxious Weed, becauſe till this is done, 
95 we 


Tn 
we can never expect to ſee a laſting Tran- 
quillity in our Archbiſhoprick ; we will 
and ordain, that all the general Mandates 
formerly publiſhed upon the Subject of 
Religion, be hereby renewed; and that 
when the ſpiritual and temporal Regen- 
cies viſit their reſpective Juriſdictions, they 
ſhall examine ſuch Subjects as they ſuſpect 
on Account of Religion, or at whoſe 
Houſes they ſhall find prohibited Books, 
and ſhall ask them civilly, without fining 
or inflicting any other Puniſhment upon 
them, whether they be Catholicks, and 


will perſevere in that Religion, or whe- 


ther they will declare themſelves to be of 


the Lutheran or reformed Religion. As 
for thole in the firſt Circumſtance, the 
Regencies ſhall give them the neceſſa 

Inſtructions with regard to the Conduct 
they are to obſerve for the future; and 
they ſhall take away the prohibited Books 
which may be found at their Houſes, and 
forbid them to have any more ſuch, at 
their Peril. As for the others, they ſhall 
not be conſtrained in their Liberty of Con- 
ſcience; but Notice ſhall be given them, 
that agreeably to the Laws of the Empire 
and their Country, they ſhall ſell their Eſ- 
tates and Effects in the beſt manner they 
can, within a limited Term, and then 
leave the Country, having firſt paid their 
2 1 Taxes, 


Taxes, as is PP in all Places. If ic 
{hould fo happen, that any one, who pre- 
tends to be a-Catholick, but is. really of 
another Religion, has prohibited Books in 
his Houſe, or is a Dealer in them, or is 
preſent with others in unlawful Aſſem- 
blies, ſuch Tranſgreſſors ſhall be con- 
demned to perpetual Baniſhment, and e- 
ven, if the Caſe requires it, ſhall ſuffer 
Death, and forfeit his Eftate. 

9. Wx have already declared, that it 
is not our Intention, that thoſe who pro- 
feſs one of the ſaid two Religions tolera- 


ted in the Empire, and are not in other 


reſpects chargeable with Sedition, Rebel- 
lion, or Hereſy, ſhould be looked upon by 
us with an Eye of Indignation, as con- 
trary to the Conſtitutions of the Empire 
but we are deſirous to procure them, to 
the beſt of our Power, the Liberty of De- 
parture above ſpecified. Wherefore we 
enjoin all our Regencies, and command 
them by theſe Preſents, that all neceſſary 
Aſſiſtance be given to ſuch as ſhall go out 
of the Country within the Time above 
allowed them; Certificates be granted 
them, if they defire it, of their Birth, Fa- 
mily, Profeſſion, and honeſt Behaviour. 
We forbid any other Tax to be impoſed 
upon, or required of them, than that 


which i is in our Archbiſhoprick ; and it is 


Our 
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our Pleaſure, that after they have entred 
themſelves in a judicial Manner, they be 
conducted from Diſtrict to Diſtrict, till 
.they be out of the Country. 


Ic. WE enjoin all ſuch of our Subjects, 


as are included in this our Ordinance, and 
are obliged to leave the Country in the 
manner above mentioned, upon pain of 
ſuffering without Mercy, the Penalties 
mentioned in the beginning of our ſaid 
Ordinance, to appear before the Regen- 
cies of their reſpective Places, before the 
Expiration of the Terms allowed them; 
to pay the uſual Tax honeſtly ; and to de- 
mand a fate Conduct for their Departure 


Out of the Country. | 


II. ALL the Regencies appointed by 
us, ſhall. take the utmoſt Care, that this 
our Ordinance, and every Clauſe or Arti- 
cle thereof, be ſtrictly put in Execution: 
And after the reſpective Terms, which we 
have graciouſly granted to thoſe who are

FINALLY, that none may plead Ig- 
norance, and to the end that this our Or- 
dinance and Licence of Departure may 
be the more ſtrictly and diligently execu- 
ted and obſerved; it is our Pleaſure that 
it be Printed, Publiſhed in the uſual Pla- 
ces, publickly read, and affixed : For ſuch 
is our Will and Intention. In witneſs 
whereof, we have ſigned it with our own 
Hand, and have ſealed it with the Seal of 
our Arms.

Moſt Gracious Emperor, King and Lord, 


E cannot forbear repreſenting to 
yvour Imperial Majeſty, in the Name 
of our Principals, and with the moſt pre- 
found Reſpect, what (we are informed) is 
already come to your Imperial Majeſty's 
Knowledge, but of which you have doybt- 
leſs had only partial Accounts; to wit, 
That during the Courſe of this Year, and 
particularly laſt Summer, ſeveral Subjects 
of the Archbiſhoprick of Salzburg, which 
at firſt conſiſted only of a few Perſons and 
Families, but whoſe Numbers in prgpor- 
tion as they were 8 by the Regencte 
an 


and the Clergy, has conſiderably increaſed; 
have been perſecuted and oppreſſed in a 
particular manner, and moleſted by diffe- 
rent Methods in the Liberty of departing 
quietly out of the wo That above 
20,000 Souls, who had left the Catholick 
Religion, and embraced the Evangelical, 
having begun openly to profeſs it, and not 
having been able to obtain Leave of their 
Prince to exerciſe it in Secret, far from 
being allowed the Publick Exerciſe there- 
of, had deſired leave to go out of the Di- 
oceſe, as they might ſee Occaſion: And 
laſtly, that theſe Things may cauſe un- 
happy Troubles, which may be attended 
with dangerous Conſequences. 

Wx readily agree, that this Affair of 
Religion is one of the moſt important, 
and the moſt tickliſh, that has happened 
a long while ; perhaps ever fince the Trea- 
ty of Weſtphalia: And for that very Rea- 
ſon it requires the greater Prudence, and 
that no ſtep be taken therein by any Party, 
but what 1s agreeable to the Conſtitutions 
of the Empire: As, on our part, we do 
not pretend, by an indiſcreet Zeal for Re- 
ligion, or with any other unlawful Views, 
to intercede in favour of Subjects that are 
turbulent and ſeditious, and diſobedient 
to their Sovereign, or to the Officers ap- 
pointed over them; nor, under pretence 
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of Religion, to concern our ſelves with 
the Political Affairs of State; ſo neither 
can our Principals ſee without Concern, or 
permit a State of the Empire, out of a 
religious Zeal that exceeds the Bounds of 
the Laws of that Empire, to exterminate 
thoſe who profeſs their Religion; or un- 


der ſtrange Pretences, very ſuſpicious, or 


ſuch as do not yet, at leaſt, appear to have 


any Foundation, to deprive them of, and 


refuſe them the moſt ſacred Privileges 
granted by the Treaty of Peace; and 
thereby give Offence, directly or indirect- 


ly, to the other States of the Empire with 
Impunity. 


THERE is not any one thing in the 


Treaty of Peace of Weſtphalia, ſo plainly 


ſet forth, as that which regards the Con- 
duct to be obſerved toward Subjects, not 


only with reſpect to thoſe and their Poſte- 


rity, who before, and at the Time of the 
ſaid Peace, profeſſed a different Religion 
from that of their Sovereign, but alſo 
touching thoſe that ſhould change their 
Religion after the Concluſion of the ſaid 
Peace, which ought always to be looked 
upon as a fundamental Law of the Em- 
pire. Here follows what is ſaid upon 
that Subject in the V. Article, Paragr. 34.

GROUNDED upon Paſſages thus clear

and Confidence ; we applied ourſelves to 
the Miniſter of Saltzburg reſiding here, 
both by Word of Mouth, and by Writing, 
either by repreſentations, or by interceding 
in Favour of the Proteſtants of that Dio- 
ceſe, as the Affairs in queſtion were more 
or leſs Important. We laſt Year received 
Informarion, that not only ſeveral Subjects 
of the Dioceſe of Salfzburg, who had left 
the Catholick Religion, and embraced the 
Evangelical, were refuſed the Exerciſe of 
the ſaid Religion, and Liberty to retire ; 
but alſo that they were proſecuted with 
the utmoſt Rigour, either by caſting them 
into Priſon, or by depriving them of their 
Eſtates and Effects, the Officers making 
the Charges of the Priſon and the Proſe- 
cutiont he unjuſt Pretence for ſo doing ; or 


laſtly, by depriving them of their Chil- 


dren which were under the Father's Pow- 
er, and not having attained to Years of 
Diicretion, are not capable of chooſing 
their Religion. Tho' ſeveral of them, 
who having to do with Officers of more 
Humanity, had the happineſs to make 
their Eſcape; and tho” others, deſtitute of 
every thing, and almoſt naked, having 
much ado to conceal themſelves, offer to 
make Oath of all theſe Violences, it may 


' nevertheleſs be preſumed that they will 


not 
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not be believed. There were found in 
the Hands of ſome of the ſaid Subjects, 
the Originals of what they call the S- 
Scheine of Saltzburg; and upon this Ac- 
count, as they were Lutherans, they were 
carried by Force from Diſtrict to Diſtrict, 
and baniſhed the Country. Theſe Pro- 
ceedings alone, which are directly contra- | 
ry to the Tenor of the 36th and 37th (| 
Paragraphs of the V. Article, Part I. make 
all the others look very ſuſpicions, which 
we ſhall paſs over in Silence, on purpoſe 
to make ſhort : and particularly for what 
regards the rigorous Search for Bibles and 
other Evangelical Books, which is owned 
on the part of Sa/tzburg ; which Books 
cannot be looked upon as prohibited, be-

Miniſter's Secretary preſented a Memo- 


rial to him in February 1730, which he 
ſent back without reading it, under pre- 
tence that he was forbid ſo to do by the 
Archbiſhop, his Maſter, becauſe the Evan- 
gelical State had a mind to aſſume a Ju- 
riſdiction over the Catholick States, where- 
by he broke off all Correſpondence with 
us, as far as lay in his Power. 
HEREUPON we applied ourſelves, in 
the Name, and by the expreſs Order of 
our Principals, to the Archbiſhop, of Saltz- 
burg himſelf, agreeably to the Letter 
hereunto ſubjoin'd ; wherein we repreſen- 
ted to him, with equal Moderation and 
Decency, the urgent Neceſſity of Affairs, 
as. alſo the little Ground there was for the 
Accuſation, as if the Proteſtant Body had 
a Mind to aflume any Juriſdiction : But 


his Highneſs did not think fit to anſwer it, 
or to redreſs the Grievances, as if our 


Principals could not decently correſpond, 
as to Political Affairs, with a State of the 
Empire, which in Matters of Religion 
will have no Connexion or Correſpon- 
dence with them. The preſent Archbi- 
ſhop's Predeceſſors behaved in this reſpect 
in a different manner, as the great Num- 
ber of Letters written by them to the E- 
vangelick Body do bear Witneſs. 
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MAN while, the violent Proctedings 
of the Officers and Clergy of the Archbt- 
ſhoprick of Saltzburg, againſt the Sub- 


| jets of that Dioceſe, out of Hatred te 


their Religion, produced a quite contrary 
Effe d; for, in proportion as thoſe Vie- 
lences increaſed, the Number of People, 
who declared themſelves openly for the 
Evangelical Religion, likewiſe increaſed 
and among theſe laſt, there are feveral, 
who, if theſe Violences had not been com- 
mitted, morally ſpeaking, would not ſo 
ſoon have entirely abandoned the Cathe- 
lick Religion; and it is computed, accor- 
ding to very credible Advices, that that 
Number, fince. the Appointment of the 


_ Commiftion, is increaſed to 20,800 Peo- 


ple, ſome of whom have had the good 
Fortune to get away, tho' without being 
able to carry with them any.Part of their 
Effects, while the others are expoſed to 
great Dangers, with Circumſtances which 
it is impofſible for us to reject, and which 
cannot be denied on the Part of Se/fzburg, 


or at leaſt have not hitherto been ſuffic-

HEREFORE, our Principals had, 
doubtleſs, great Reaſon, upon this extra- 
ordinary Event, ſo contrary to the Treaty 


of Weſtphalia, and which may be attend- 
Conſequences, to ad- 
L dreſs 


ed with ſuch fatal 
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dreſs themſelves to your Imperial Majeſty 
by a — Letter, agreeable to the 


Laws of the Empire, deſiring you to ap- 

ly a ſpeedy Remedy in the Caſe. In ef- 
Ea, we received proper Inſtructions upon 
that Subject; but to ſhew that we will 
not importune your Imperial Majeſty 
without an urgent Neceflity, nor oblige 
the Offenders to do any thing contrary to 
Juſtice, we deferred to do it, when to- 
wards the latter end of July, and the be- 
ginning of Auguſt, of the current Year, 
the Miniſter of Sa/tzburg to the Diet de- 
clared to this Effect, repeating it over and 
over, That the Subjects of Saltzburg, whs 
change their Religion, ſhould infallibly en- 


Joy the Benefit of leaving the Country, and 


its full Extent, and as it is ſtipulated by 
the Treaty of Weſtphalia. 
W x o would have thought, after ſuch 
a Declaration, which, had it been execu- 
ted, would have given our Principals an 
entire Satisfaction, that at the very In- 
ſtant when it was made, all the Paſſages 
were ſhut up in ſuch a manner, that it 
was impoſſible for any Man, tho' he would 
have abandoned Wite, Children, and all 
that he had in the World, to paſs the Bor- 
ders, and go into any other Country, or to 
give his Friends, who were gone before, 
an Account how Matters ſtood with them?

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So far were they from being able to write 
to the Evangelick Body upon this Subject, 
that 20 Perſons were ſent back, who were 
actually got as far as Auſtria, on purpoſe 
to be caſt into Priſon, where in all hike- 
lihood they will miſerably periſh: And 
laſtly, that a great many others were ta- 
ken from their Houſes, nay, ſome out of 
their Beds, by Soldiers, and put under a 
rigorous Guard. 


Tuts however, Moſt gracious Emperor 


and Lord, is in few Words the melancho- 


ly Caſe, and dangerous Situation, ſo far as 


we have been able to learn, of the Affair 


of Saltzburg, which makes ſo great a 
Noiſe in Europe. 


Ir appears, that on the part of Saltz- 


burg they pretend to juſtify this Proce- 
dure, by alledging, 
« 1, THAT theſe People have Senti- 
e ments, in Matters of Religion, which 
ce are not agreeable to the Confeſſion of 
ce Augsburg: That moſt of them do not 
* know what they believe, and therefore 
cc are to be looked upon only as Fanaticks, 
and conſequently ought not to partake 
« of the Benefits of the Treaty of Weſt- 
« phalia. ae 
« 2. THAT they have rebelled againſt: 
de their Sovereign and his Officers, by 
« holding forbidden Aſſemblies, refufing

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© to pay their Taxes, threatning to make 
e uſe of Fire and Sword, tearing down 
4 Proclamations affixed up, &c. And 
e that conſequently, before any ſuch are 
a permitted to depart, this Affair ought 
© thorowly to be examined, and the Ring- 
e leaders of them puniſhed ! in an Exem- 
ce plary manner. 

«23, TU A1 in particular chey did not 
« ask to go away, their only Deſign being 
4 to oblige their Sovereign, by their Re- 
« bellion, to grant them the Publick Ex- 
« erciſe of their Religion, even within 
the Dioceſe, contrary to the Tenor of

« 4. THAT Liberty might have been

2s for the firſt of theſe, it is ſurprizing 

that ſimple Men, poor Peaſants, that have 
not hitherto had any Miniſter or School- 
Maſter to inſtruct them, nor can have any 
Notion of Religion, but what was inſtil- 
led into them by their Parents, or formed 
from the Reading of Books, ſhould be ſo 
ignorant of the Evangelical _ 

whic 
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which perhaps took Root in the Country 
of Saltzburg ever fince the time of the 
Reformation? If Proteſtant Miniſters 
ſhould queſtion the common People a- 
mong the Catholicks, tho' inſtructed from 
their Youth by Prieſts, in the ſame man- 
ner as theſe examine the Proteſtants of 
Saltzburg, would the former be able to 
give a pertinent Anſwer to any one Queſ- 
tion that was asked them? "Tis, however, 
very certain, that it is purely out of a 
Motive of Conſcience, that the Subjects 
of Saltzburg leave the Catholick Religion, 
and embrace the Evangelical, becauſe they 
thereby expoſe themſelves to the Danger 
of loſing their Temporal Eſtates; and if 
they be permitted to depart freely out of 
the Country, there is no doubt but they 
will ſoon be able to give an Account of 
their Faith; as was found by Experience 
ſome Years ago, with regard to ſeveral o- 
ther Perſons who went from that Dioceſe. 
One may gueſs, by this firſt Objection, 
how great the Danger is, to which thoſe 
poor People are expoſed, if Men perſiſt 
any longer in depriving them of the ne- 
ceſſary Means of Inſtruction ; and 'tis a 
very nice Point of Conſcience, to ſuffer fo 
many People to live and die in their Igno- 
Fance. 


As 
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As for the 2d Point, we ſhall repeat 
here what we have already declared in 
the beginning of this Letter, to wit, that 
it never was our Intention to intercede in 
favour of Rebels, even tho' there had 
been no ſuch Stipulation as this, in the 
Treaty of Weſtphalia, Article V. Part 
34. That ſuch Inhabitants, Vaſſals and 
Subjects ſhall give no Occafion for Troubles, 
but ſhall follow their Callings with all due 
Submiſſion. Tho' this Paſſage ought to be 
underſtood only of ſuch Subjects, as pro- 
feſſing a Religion different from their So- 
vereign's, are allowed the free Exerciſe of 
their Religion within his Dominions; we 
are willing nevertheleſs to extend it to 
thoſe who are to go out of the Country. 
They ought not to confound, in the Dio- 
ceſe of Saltzburg, a great number of In- 
nocent People, with a ſmall number of 
Guilty: A Sovereign ought, in the firſt 
place, to follow the Rules of Reaſon and 
Juſtice, and afterwards thoſe of Prudence, 
; leſt he ſhould drive his Subjects to Deſpair 
by too rigorous Proceedings: Tis true, 
this does not juſtify thoſe who carry things 

too far; but thoſe who were the Occaſion 
of it, by their Violences, will be equally 
anſwerable before God and the World. 
May it not eaſily happen, that the Subjects 
of Saltzburg, ſeeing all the Paſſages ſhut 
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up, as they were at preſent, and thinking 
they ſhall be for ever debarred of the Li- 
berty of going away, may in their Simpli- 
city be driven to theſe fatal Extremities? 
As for the 3d Point, it cannot be look- 
ed upon as a great Crime, much leſs a 
Rebellion, when a Subject of Saltzburg 
earneſtly deſires a thing, which in itſelf 
is not puniſhable, tho' the Sovereign is 
not obliged to conſent to it; as it has 
happened in the preſent Caſe, with regard 
to the Exerciſe of the Evangelical Reli- 
gion; provided nevertheleſs that thoſe Sub- 
jects do not uſe Threats or Violence. Be- 
ſides, they have no need to make preſſing 
Inſtances, either for the particular Exer- 
Ciſe of their Religion, or for free Liberty 
to depart, becauſe they have a right to 
both, till they are abſolutely forbid them 
by their Sovereign: There is no mention 
made of any ſuch Prohibition in the Pa- 


tent of the 30 of Auguſt laſt, but the Sub- 


jects are therein ordered to ſubmit them- 
ſelves not only to the Temporal Regency, 
but alſo to the Spiritual Regency, that 
is to ſay, to the Clergy; conſequently, 
this is in effect to order them to embrace 
the Catholick Religion. 

As for the 4th Point, it is apparent 
enough, that according to the Principles 
of the Regency of Saltzburg, the Liberty

"Tis true, the Loſs of ſo many thouſand 
Subjects, who will leave their Country, 


muſt give a great deal of Concern to the 
Regency of Saltzburg ; but 'tis their own 


Fault if they do not keep them, by grant- 
ing them the free Exerciſe of their Re- 
ligion; and ſo they may even chuſe 
which of theſe two Expedients they 

think fit. „ | þ | 
Wir regard to the three firſt Ar- 
ticles of Accuſation againſt the Subjects 
of Saltzburg, it muſt be obſerved, that 
they have not been hitherto ſufficiently 
proved; but that on the contrary, according 
to the few Advices we have from time to 
time received from that Country, they 
have been fully refuted. The Pamphlet 
entitled, The Malice of ſome Proteſtants 
of Saltzburg, couched under the Cloak of 
Perſecution for Religion, diſcovered and 
expoſed, for the ſake of the Lovers of 
Truth, by undoubted Proofs, taken from 
the Records, and from the confronting of 
Witneſſes; which was publiſhed laſt Sum- 
mer, could not give the Evangelick _ 
any Satisfaction, becauſe tt does not diſ- 
prove any one Grievance of the ſaid Saltz- 
| burg- 


„ee 

burgers. But who are they that publiſh 
theſe Proofs? They are the Offenders; 
they are the Spiritual and Temporal 
States, who have conceived the ſtrongeſt 
Prejudices againſt them, and who, as 
Judges in their own Cale, act with ſuch 
Precaution, that it is not poſſible to get 

Intelligence (out of the Country) of their 
Proceedings, farther than they have a 
mind ſhould be known. The other States 
of the Empire ought not certainly to trou- 
ble themſelves, when nothing but Affairs 
of State are concerned ; but where Reli- 
gion is alſo intereſted, and the melancho- 
ly Privilege of leaving their Country, the 
Treaty of Weſtphalia gives them an un- 
doubted Right to prevent their being ſub- 
verted. 

THe bitterneſs with which the Affair 
of Saltzburg was repreſented to your Im- 
perial Majeſty, appears plainly enough 
from your Imperial Majeſty's Letter to 
the Magiſtrates of Ratisbon, dated the 5th 
of September laſt, wherein the ſaid Affair 
of the Subjects of Saltzburg, who had 
never been heard, 1s treated as a Crime, 
which owed its Riſe chiefly ro this City 
of Ratisbon, which your Imperial Majeſ- 
ty has forbid to hold any Correſpondence 
with the Subjects of the Country of Saltz- 
h M 


burg, 
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Burg, upon pain of being looked upon as 
Diftarbers of the Publick Peace; for that 


in the Peace of Religion, Parag. 23. and 


in the Treaty of Weſtphalia, Art. V. Pa- 
rag. 3O. it is ſaid, © That no State of the 
« Empire ſhall, in Matters of Religion, 
« ſeduce the Subjects of the other States.” 
We very well remember thoſe two Paſſa- 
ges; but we do not believe the Magi- 
ſtrates of Ratisbon, ſeduced or ſpirited up 
the Catholick Subjects of the Country of 
Saltzburg : If it ſo happened, that a 
Saltzburger, who had quitted his Coun- 
try, wrote to his Friends that are ſtill 
there, and profeſs the Proteſtant Religion; 
or that even one of our Miniſters of the 
Holy Goſpel likewiſe wrote any thing to 
them by way of Conſolation, either with 
regard to the Word of God, or in relation 
to the Conſtitutions of the Empire, ex- 
horting them nevertheleſs to — 
Peace and Obedience; can this be looked 
upon as a Subornation, or a forbidden 
Procedure? If it were ſo regarded, would 
not this be to contradict what was ſtipu- 
lated in the ſaid 23d and 3oth Paragraphs, 
concerning Liberty of Conſcience and De- 
parture? We could heartily wiſh, that 
the Catholicks, as well Clergy as Laity, 
Grandees, and Perſons of mean Condition, 

Con-

Convents, Dioceſes, and Regencies, would 
execute the Tenor of the ſaid Paragraphs 
as punctually, as the Proteſtants do, ac- 
cording to the Principles of their Reli- 
gion. But we ſee the contrary, every 
Day producing ſome new Complaint from 
one Quarter or other: In this ſingle Ci- 
ty of Ratisbon, before the Face of the 
Aſſembly of the Empire, we have ſeen 
three, in the ſpace of a few Months, and 
one even this Week. When Children of 
10, 12,0r 14 Years of Age, ſeduced by Ca- 
tholicks, or being minded to throw off the 
Authority of their Parents, ſhew the leaſt 
Inclination for the Catholick Religion, 
they are taken from their Parents or Guar- 
dians, and are no more permitted to ſee 
them, or ſpeak to them. What was done 
to the Children of Sentgraft, Erthal, and 
Aufeſs, are Inſtances equally — 
and notorious; and the Mother of theſe 
laſt, who is a Widow, has lately made 
freſh Application to the Evangelical Body, 
for a Letter of Interceſſion. What will 
become of the 23d and zoth Paragraphs 
abovementioned, and many other facred 
Rights, if Parents or Guardians dare not 
chaſtize the Children committed to their 
Care, of 10, 12, 13, or 14 Years old, 
without running the riſque of ſuch Chil- 
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drens abandoning them, not out of any 
Motive of Conſcience, or Choice of ano- 
ther Religion, but purely out of a criminal 
Diſobedience, Obſtinacy, or pretended Re- 
venge upon their Parents. or Guardians, 
and retiring into Convents, where they are 
ſecretly protected for a while, and after- 


Wards publickly. 


THT Affair of Saltæburg, of which 
we have given ſuch a particular Account, 
is the principal Subject of our preſent Let- 
ter ; without Prejudice, however, to ma- 


ny other Grievances, which are not yet 
remedied, but which may be attended, in 


a little while, with fatal Conſequences, 


and irreparable Loſſes, either with regard 


to Body and Soul, or to the Publick Peace 
and Tranquillity; and yet might be pre- 
vented, by taking impartial Meaſures for 
that purpoſe. Some ſpeedy remedy ſhould 
be applied in this Caſe, agreeable to the 
Conſtitutions of the Empire, whereby one 


might diſcover the real Ground of the Mat- 


ter, and terminate it in a ſure and effectu- 
al Manner, by your Imperial Majeſty's Au- 
thority, and according to Juſtice, It is to 


this ſame Juſtice, that we apply our ſelves, 


in relation to the Entrance of the Dioceſe 


of Saltzburg by your Imperial Majeſty's

are not deſigned, directly or indirectly, a- 
gainſt the Evangelical, who, without be- 
ing guilty of any Capital Crime, deſire to 
go out of the Country, and who, for that 
Reaſon, are perſecuted by the Sovereign, 
or at leaſt by his Clergy and Officers. 
Taz Archbiſhop has already made ve- 
ry heavy Complaints to your Imperial 
Majeſty againſt his Subjects; he cannot 
therefore be their Judge any longer. Shall 
his Subjects go to Vienna, to open their 
Grievances there ? They cannot do it; 
not a Man is ſuffered to go out of the 
Country; and even if they could, where 
would thoſe poor ſimple Wretches find 
able Lawyers and Advocates to plead, 2 
Cauſe of ſo tender a nature? Thoſe that 
apply themſelves to the Evangelick Body, 
and ought to be ſupported by them, have 
but one Grievance to produce, which. ad- 
mits of no diſpute; they have no mind to 
proceed; they only deſire Leave to retire, 
in caſe they are refuſed the free Exerciſe of 
their Religion. The Proceedings at Law 
have been ſo far from redreſſing the Grie- 
vances of Religion, that they do but in- 
creaſe them. A Local Commiſſion, cm- 
ſiſting of Members of the Empire of both 
Religions, is, Moſt gracious Emperor and 
Lard, the only Expedient that can put an

ee 

End to this Affair. We have already ſo 
often and ſo plainly repreſented to your 
Imperial Majeſty the neceſſity of this ſort 
of Commiſſion, that we think it needleſs 
to mention it again. The preſent Affair 
of Saltzburg, has at leaſt as much Occa- 
fion for this Local Commiſſion, as any 
other Grievance of Religion that ever yet 
happened. Men are not agreed about the 
Matter of Fact; but it will ſoon appear, 
before the Subdelegated States of the Em- 
pire of both Religions, what is the Na- 
ture of the Complaints; whether Reli- 

ion has ſerved as a Pretence for the pre- 
ent Rebellion, or not; whether all thoſe 
that profeſs the Evangelical Religion, and 
demand Leave to retire, are Criminals, or 
only Part of them 3 and, in ſhort, whether 
in Soltzburg regard be had to the Trea- 
ty of Weſiphalia, or whether it be deſpi- 
fed. The Archbiſhop will find Means to 
reimburſe himſelf the Charges of this 
Commiſſion at the expence of his Subjects, 
if they are condemned; and whatever thoſe 


Charges may be, they will not certainly 


run ſo high, as the Maintenance of the 
Auxilliary Troops for a Month or two, 
which he has thought fit to introduce into 
his Country. 7 


Wx therefore, in the Name of our 
Principals, beſeech your Imperial Majeſ- 


ty,

ty, as ſupreme Judge of the Empire, ſo 
to order Affairs, that the Archbiſhop of 


Saltzburg, conforming himſelf to the 


Treaties, may immediately open the Paſ- 
ſages, and grant his Subjects the Benefit of 
retiring, according to the Tenor of the 
Treaty of Weſtphalia; or conſent to the 
Local Commiſſion propoſed. 

T x18 Protection and Aſſiſtance of your 
Imperial Majeſty, in ſuch an urgent Ne- 
ceſſity, will be an unſpeakable Conſolation 
to our Principals, who cannot help being 
very much concerned at ſo many Infrac-

Aoſt Gracious Emperor, King and Lord, 


H E Reſcript, dated the 6th of De- 
cember laſt, which your Majeſty 

ſent to your Principal Commiſſioner here, 
containing your Imperial Majeſty's Reſo- 
lution, in Anſwer to the moſt humble 
Repreſentations and Prayers, which we 
made to you in our Letter of the 27th of 
October laſt, concerning the unhappy Af- 
fair of the Departure of the Proteſtants of 
Saltzburg, has more and more convinced 


us, that your Imperial Majeſty: did all a- 


long, from the very beginning, exhort the 
Archbiſhop of Saltzburg, in a proper 
manner, to act with Prudence in the Af- 
fairs relating to his Subjects of the Con- 
feſſion of Augsburg, and particularly in 
what concerns their Departure; to the 

end 
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end that not only nothing ſhould be done, 
which is really contrary to the Conſtitu- 
tions and Ordinances of the Empire, but 
alſo that every thing might be avoided, 
that has the Appearance of 1t; and: that 
the whole might be ſo ordered, that all 
the World might be convinced, that he 
fully deſigned to grant unto his ſaid Sub- 
Jes whatever they can demand by virtue 
of the Conſtitutions of the Empire ; and 
that in order hereunto, your Majeſty 
would act in this reſpect as Supreme Exe- 
cutor of the Treaty of Weſtphalia. 

Tr1is moſt juſt Attention, and theſe 
gracious Endeavours, of your Imperial Ma- 
jeſty, give our Principals the greateſt Satis- 
faction; and we moſt humbly thank your 
Imperial Majeſty for them, in their Name.

We want Words 
ro expreſs the Surprize at the ſight of that 
Patent ; every Point, Clauſe, and Article, 
nay, every Line of it, being manifeſtly con- 
trary to the Treaty of Weſtphalia, and at 
the ſame time to the ſentiments which 


your Imperial Majeſty has declared in re- 


lation thereto: Beſides that, they have not 


therein taken the Pains ſo much as to 
ſalve Appearances, far from concealing the 
Matter; as is plainly, tho' briefly proved in 
the Remarks hereunto ſubjoined, ſome of 


which relate to the unlawful Proceedings 


againſt the Evangelical Religion, and the 
others to the Emigration or Departure of 
the Proteſtants. After we had, upon the 
1th of December laſt, made the needful 
Repreſentations upon that Subject to the 
Miniſter of Saltzburg here, in the Me- 
morial hereunto annexed ; he deliver'd to 
us, towards the Cloſe of that Month, an 
Anſwer, which, inſtead of containing an 
entire Revocation of the ſaid Patent, fo 
dangerous and prejudicial to the Treaty 
of Weſtphalia, had nothing in it but a few 


Mitigations or Temperaments, which be- 


ing far from agreeable to the Treaty of 
Weſtphalia, cannot conſequently be ſatis- 
| factory 
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factory to the Evangelical States, as ap- 
pears more at vo 1 by another Memorial 
hereunto ſubjoined, which we were oblig- 
ed to preſent to the Miniſter of Saltzburg. 
In this Interval, we received Advice from 
Kaufbeuren, Augsburg, Memingen, Kemp- 
ten and Ulm, that there were already arri- 
ved about 1000 Proteſtants of Saltzburg; 
who were not, what can be called, per- 
mitted to go away, but were really driven 
out of, and baniſhed the Country, in the 
midſt of Winter, when the Cold was ve- 
ry frets, and in a Manner worthy of 
Compaſſion, without the leaſt Right or 
Authority for ſuch Uſage; That in the 
fecond Place, the reſt were threatned eve- 
ry Fortnight, openly and without regard 
to any Confideration, to be treated in the 
ſame manner: That they refuſe to bring 
to a Tryal, or to ſet at Liberty, the Per- 
ſons impriſoned there, to the Number of 


70 or 80, moſt of whom, it not entirely 


innocent, are at molt guilty but of very 
ſlender Faults : That they continue to fhur 
up the Paſſages againſt ſuch as are willi 
to leave the Country of their own accord: 
That they endeavour all manner of ways, 
to hinder the Sale of their Effects, to ren- 
der it impracticable: That — ſtick at 
no Trick or Artifice to prevail with the

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Proteſtants, and particularly the Women 
and Children, to turn Roman Catholicks : 
And laſtly, That they are oppreſſed with 
other the like Vexations known and un- 
known. | = 
Tu x principal Queſtion in this Affair 
is about the Time of the Departure of the 
Proteſtants. It is ſtill inſiſted on the part 
of Saltzburg, that the Subjects having by 
their Sedition and Rebellion forfeited the 
Benefits they might claim by virtue of the 
Treaty of Peace, every thing that is grant- 
ed them is a Favout they have not deſerv- 
ed; and that as for thoſe who are Native 
Inhabitants, the Sovereign may at any 
time clear his Country of them, whether 
it be upon the Score of Religion, or for 
any other Fault; becauſe the Treaty of 
Peace takes no Notice of theſe laſt, and 
thoſe Words in Parag. 36. Art. V. Aut 
retentis bonis aut alienatis, &c. are ſpoken 
of the Native Inhabitants of the Country 
only. As for the firſt Objection, the Proofs 
of a pretended Sedition, alledged in a cer- 
tain Pamphlet, entituled, Manifeſto of 
Saltzburg, &c. the ſecond Part of which 
is juſt come out, are ſo ill digeſted and 
put together, that they do not only turn 
to the Confuſion of the Authors of that 
Pamphlet, but they may even ſerve for a

Defence of the Proteſtant Subjects; ſince 
the ſaid Authors, after ſeveral Months di- 
ligent Enquiry, and Collecting together 
about 150 the moſt partial Declarations 
that ever were read, could not produce 
one Accuſation of Weight enough to be 
laid before a Court of Juſtice. If the in- 
diſcreet Diſcourſes of ſome Perſons, whe- 
ther ſimple or ill-adviſed, ſeemed to give 
Occaſions for a particular Enquiry, the 
ſame ought to be made appear by more 
authentick Proofs than thoſe which are 
drawn from bare Declarations ; impartial 
Examinations ſhould have been made, and 
not'the Care of them left to the Counſel- 
lors and Civil Officers of Saltzburg, who 
are themſelves the principal Offenders; and

As for the Objection concerning the In- 


habitants that are not Natives of the Coun- 


try, who (it is pretended on the part of 
Seltzburg) are not comprehended under 
the 


Loſs, and great Prejudice of thoſe 
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the general Name of Subjects, ſo often 
made uſe of in the Treaty of Peace; it is 
nevertheleſs certain, that they are made 
mention of in the Treaty of Weſtphalia; 
for in Art. V. Parag. 36. ſpeaking of the 
Diſpoſal of the Effects of thoſe that depart 
the Country, and in the next Parag. for 
regulating the Time of their Depar- 
ture, there is not the leaſt Difference made 
between the Native Inhabitants, and thoſe 
that are not Natives: and where the Law 
makes no Diſtinction, there other People 
are not allowed to make any. But ſup- 
poſing (which by the way we do not grant) 
the Clauſe in the Treaty of Peace were 
obſcure in this Point, the Archbiſhop of 
Saltzburg has no Right to decide there- 
upon, cl that Paſſage has been interpret- 
en by the Emperor and the Catholick and 
Evangelical States which compoſe the Bo- 
dy of the Empire; much leſs has he the 
Power to execute any thing in that reſ- 
pect, as has been done to the irfoparople 

nhahi- 
rants, who were driven away in the very 
Depth of Winter, without ſo much as 
Time to make Proviſion for their Jour- 
ney, or leave to take their Effects, or even 
their Cloaths with them. They have 
been ſeized in the Villages, in the Fields, 
and in the Streets, and by this Means . a- 

| milies 
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milies have been ſeparated, Huſbands 'de- 
rived of their Wives, and Wives of their 
Huſbands. They have been compelled to 
depart by Force of Arms, in Troops, by 
one ſingle, or at moſt by two different 
Routes; and that they have been hurried 
away to the Frontiers of the neighbouring 
Catholick and Evangelical States. Thus 
have the 1000 Perſons been uſed, who 
came, or were rather driven from their 
Country ; and thus are ſeveral others {till 
treated, who are actually upon the Road 
towards Kaufbeuren. 
Wr cannot paſs over in Silence what 
ſome Perſons alledge, tho' indeed it has 


Not yet been advanced on the part of 


Saltzburg, to wit, That the Term of 

Years, ſtipulated by the Treaty of Weſtpha- 
lia, ought not to be granted to thoſe who 
of their own accord deſire to leave the 
Country. The Conſtitutions of the Em- 
pire, which ought to be exempt from any 
forced Interpretation, making no Diffe- 
rence in this reſpec, can it be conceived 
that Men would offer to put thoſe in a 
worſe Condition, who go out of the Coun- 
try of their own accord, than thoſe that 


are forced to abandon it? If ſuch an Argu- 


ment were to take Place, not only the 
Term of 3 Years might be diſputed with 
them,

them, but all the other Terms ſtipulated 
in the Treaty of Peace; but tis certain 
that the Subjects who deſire Leave to with- 
draw themſelves, do it with a Salvo to 
their Rights and Privileges. 

Wx again moſt humbly intreat your 
Imperial Majeſty, in the Name of our 
Principals, that you would be pleaſed to 
continue in an effectual manner the ſame 
Endeavours and Exhortations as your Im- 
perial Majeſty has hitherto made uſe of, 
to prevail upon the Archbiſhop of Saltz- 
Burg, by your Authority, to grant to his 
Subjects of the Evangelical Religion, in 
an amicable way, all that they have a 
Right to claim by virtue of the Treaty of 
Weſtphalia, in the Caſes which regard their 
Emigration upon the Score of Religion, 
as well with reſpect to the Time of their 
Departure, and to the Diſpoſition of their 
Effects, as to the Freedom of Paſlage, that
